statewide plan. States- which make use of this planning money are 
required to ensure participation in the planning process of ^all types 
of educational institutions in the State, and to coordinate with State 
planning for vocational and adult education. 

. The Committee believes tftat continuing education programs occupy 
a unique and prominent niche in the liigher education process. Very ' 
often, they are tlie only programs with primaiy concern for the part- 
time student. In many cases they tend to be almost entii^ly self- 
sqpportirig, Jtt least partially because the mature jadults involved in 
the programs tend to take their.education or reeducation more serious- 
ly than the average college student, and are move goal-oriented in 
their approach. ^ * • 

• Jn addition, ^^e Committee has found that these programs tend at 
times to be more student-funded than most programs, because of the 
bias built into student aid programs toward full-time students. Yet 
the need for these programs is constantly increasing, and the Com- 
mittee believes the Federal government has a distinct role in assisting 
in the growth and development of this vital area of higher education. 
> Previous Federal conimitments to continuing education have all 
been oriented toward the goal of aiding the community in which*^the 
educational institution is locaied. The Committee believes this con- 
tinues to be an admirable goal, and urges the continuation of the 
community service^ program. 

However, the Committee agrees with the recommendation of the 
National Advisory Council on Extension and Continuing Education 
that the need for continuing education has outgrown the need for 
greatt^r involvement of educational institutions in conununity affairs, 
and that it is time for continuing education to be encouraged and pur- 
sued for its own sake. 

The Committee bill also amends title J of the Higher Education 
Act to add a new part C — National Strateg}' for Lifelong Learning. 
This part gives the Commissioner new authority to couduct a variety 
of activities with regard to the concept of lifelong learning. 

Many groups in our society are-coming to recognize the l^enefits of 
expansion of learnir^g oppoitunities. Senior citizens, women who wish 
.;to enter or reenter the job market, and other workei*s whose skills are 
oksolete are among these groups. The tremendous interest in lifelong 
learhing Ts demon.strated by the great increase in the number of part- 
time .^tu'dtMits in this. coi\ntry. According to one report., the number 
of part-time' p6st.seeondary students. increased 20.4 percent between 
1969 and 197^^ w.hile the increase in full-time students was only 8.8 
percent. ^ 

The Committee believes that the concept of lifelong learning neces- 
sarily includes opportunities for preschool children as well as for 
adults who have not traditionally been a part of the educational sys- 
tem. However, because the Federal government is already engaged 
in a variety of efforts concerning preschool education, lifelong learn- 
ing is defined for purposes of the legislation as "programs intended to 
affectu^he knowledge sl^ills; and attitudes of persons who have left 
the traditionally .sequenced educational system." ' . 

It is further defined to include both formal and informal educational 
processes conducted through both traditional educational ijistitutions^ 



and a varioty of other instittitious; and to /ndndo, but not bo. exclu- 
sivolj liniikul to, ^udi protrnuu.s as adult education and post secondary 
oontinuing ocUioation. ' 

Tlioroforo, tlfe (.'oiuniitt<.u> lias expressed in tlie Icf^islation its intent 
tliat the Coniniissioner consider tlie potential for development of life- 
Ion n; lea ni in <r opjpprtiinities throng the broadest pdSvSible- i-ange of 
existing and new institutions, a<renvies, and or^^^anizations, including 
Jibrarie.s, museums, and private entA'prise. 

Tlu'ough a public hearing and statl" studies, the..Committe^, learned 
of, and was impressed by, the interest of a*l)road range of the general 
nublic^ln the concept of lifelong learning. This interest was evidenced 
by the developmeiit of a number of difFerent tyi)es of prog^rams and 
mechanisms for providing educational opportunities to persons of all 
ages and with varying educational goals. 

The Committee t^d<es not(M)f a lunnber of Federalfv' supported pro- 
grams whicli already offer opportunities to ^'persons who have left the 
tradit ionally sequenced school system/' The legislatibn repOi-ted by the 
(i)iumitlee. aims to build on these existing programs, to attempt to 
monitor and ass(»ss them, and to make recommendations which would 
assist in^the implementation of a coherent lifelong learning policy. The 
ronunittee has also directed the Commissioner to undeii:ake and to 
compile several studies and information which w^onhl provide guidance, 
to the Congress in det4»rmining how the policy can best be implemented. 
" Among the programs which the conmiittee expectft w^ould be exam- 
ined are State laws which provide tuition-free education for the 
elderly, and programs in other countries which support Nvorker retrain- 
jjjig throiigh a variety of financing mechanism 

'The Committee bill also authorizes funding for State efforts to par- 
allel the Federal effoi-ts in planning, assessment, and monitoring of 
lifelong learning opportunities and needs. ^ 

Conunitteo witnesses testified that, although the majowty of part- 
tinte sti!dents are working (idults, el assrooni, techniques- an(l materials 
are still frequtmtly geared to younger students/ Similar course sele<^- 
tious for part-time students who attend night classes are more limited 
than for day-tinuv studentvS, and student assistance programs are fre- 
(pieiitly biased in favor of full-time enroUees. In an attempt to makeit-- 
possible for the nmny institutions, organiz;itions, and agencies inter- 
ested i|i lif(>long leji ruing to expand their commitment, the Committee 
bill otTcrs supjipit fctr dehKnistration programs. These funds could be 
u/iH\ to develop further existing programs or staii new ones, and fo 
adjust curriculum, teaching methods, facilities, guidance and counsel-, 
ing. etc., to the new needs and demands (treated bv tlie increase in the 
number of nontraditional students. ,^ 

The Commitltee l>ijl authorizes expenditure of $40 million per year 
^for lifelong lei^rning programs. Because of the crucial importance of 
gathering the information necessaiy to plan for future Federal life- 
long le:rrning effoits, the C-ommittee has. required that the first $5 mil- 
lion appropriated Hn a friven fiscal year he spent on the Federal moni- 
t<^>»iiifr* {assessment, and planning activities.Tt requires that the next 
i^r) million appropriated in a given year be spent on fhe State assess- 
nients and denmnstration programs/ The Connnittee woidd expect the 
Connuissioner to allocate fuither appropriations according to his as- 



sessment of which activities would best further the goals of the pro- 
gram in that fiscal year. ■ i!^t * A ^cr^n^h^ 

The Couunittee wishes to make special note of.the funds earmarked 
to develop and demonstrate ways to increase utaization ot employer- 
employee tuition distance and other similar educational programs 
and to encourage community coordination to assure that liteMig learn- 
ing opportunities are designed to meet projected career and occupa- 
tional needs of the community. These provisions were developed as a 
result of information received by the Committee (1) that many com- 
panies provide tuition assistance as an employee benefit but such ben- 
efits are substantially underutilized and (2) that ar good deal of 
thought has been given to tHe need to bring education ati'd work closer 
togetlier. One of the suggestions made in the major study The Bound- 
le^ Resource" by Willard Wiitz and the National Manpower Institute 
was the establishment of "community education-work councils to fa- 
cilitate the transition of younger members of the comniunity between 
institutionalized education and the Svork which is to follow it. >. 

The Committee believes that both of these areas must be pursued 
further tliTough the demonstration projects, authorized ii^ thepe new .

Extension of Authorisation 

The Cominittee bill extends th6 College Xibrary Resources and the 
College Libran- Training and Research programs authorized by title 
II of the Higher Education Act through fiscal year 1982, at their exist- 
ing authorization level of $100 million. The fiscal year 19T6 appropria- 
tion for the library resources program was $9,975 million, which pro- 
vides approximately 2,700 basic grants of about $3,700 each. About 
75 percent of the expenditures are used for tlie acquisition of printed 
materials, and 25 percent for the acquisition- of nonpnnt materials, 
' such as films, filmstrips, recordings, tapes, micrbfiche and microcards 
The fiscal year 1976 appropriation for ^training was $500,00 0, sutticient 
to provide for the support of 33 fellowships and traineeships, along 
with about 80 irtstitute participants, during the ai^demic year 197b-7 
In addition, the 1976 appropriation for library demonstrat^pns was 
$1 million, which will fund 19 pi'ojects. , ' 

Revision of Research Library Resources " 

The Committee was responsible in 1965 for adopting the amendment 
which provided funds for centralized acquisition and cataloging by 
the Library of Congress, with the resulting catalog co.py to be made 
available to college and university libraries across the country. Ihis 
amendment, became part C of title II. The Library of Congress now 
assures the Committee that this successful program can be, Continued 
under the Library's own authority and that its reauthorization in the 
Higher Education Act is no longer needed. The Committee bill, there- 
• fore, strikes part C, with the understanding that the shared cataloging 
program, which has benefited users of libraries all across the country, 
is to be carried on by the Library of Congres^ 
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In th0 place, the Conimitfee'proposQs a new part C, a^ithorizincf the 
Comniissioner to make grants for library resomces to iiYajor research' 
libi-aries. For this purpose, $10 million' is authorized for fiscal war 
1977, $15 million 'for fiscal year 1978, and J^O million for each of the 
four sucrceeding fiscal- years. Institutions receiyin*>: grants under this 
part would not be eligible to reiieive tho part A basic grants for li- 
brary resources. • • ^ «k ^ 

The major research libraries in the country represent the biblio- 
graphic foundation-of the.Nation s research effort. Yet, recently, finan- 
cial stringency; and^" exceptionally rapid increases in costs of library 
"materials have forced many leading yniversity^and other research li- 
brariesiacut back on purchases of books and, in some cases, periodicaU 
• subscriptions, and even to reduce the Clumber of hours the libraries 
are open. 

Research libraries, both public and private, are' supported in a 
variety of ways, yet they serve users beyond the supporting institu- 
tions, localities, and States. A^s the Carnegie Council on Policy Studies 
in Higher Education suggested : ' " 

The case for some degi-ee of federal government support of 
large refeearch libraries is precisely parallel to the case for 
federal government support of research and graduate edu- 
cation. States caniiot capture all the benefits from their" sup- 
port of large research libraries, and this may help ito explain 
why public university libraries have be^n particularly hard 
hit by cuts in state appropi-iations in terms of constant dol- 
lars in recent years. 

Ke^search libraries in the United Stat^Nj^ve combined resources 
of over 200 inillion volumes, which they smire with thousands of 
small^^r libraries through a growing system of interlibrary lending. 
However, the larger libraries, which lend far more volumes than they 
borrow, bear a disproportionate burden and need financial assistahce 
to help them serve users beyond their primary clientele. , 

The new part C is intended to help research libraries maintain and 
strengtheii their collections, Which constitute.an important national 
resoijrce essential to scholarship and ivsearch, and to assist them in 
making their holdings available to^ other libraries whose users have 
need for research materials. * . 

institutions of higher education, public libraries, State libraries, 
and private nonprofit ^independent research li'braries would be eligi- 
ble for grants under this part, provided that they seh'e as major re-^ 
search libraries. A major research library is one whose collections 
make an indispensable i:;on«tribution to higher education and i-esearch, 
are broadly based, ai*c recognized as having national or international 
significance for scholarly research, are of a unique nature, not widely 
held, and are of such importance that fairly substantial demands are 
nuide upon the institution by researchers and scholars outside, its pri- 
maiy clienteles 

In establishir^ criteria for grant awards, the Conmiissioner should 
tako into account the library's ability to meet State, regional, or na- 
tional research needs. Regional and mstitutional balance in the allo- 
cation of funds under this part is required. The CommittciB intends 
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thait' grants should supplement and not svfpplant funds normally 
budgeted bj- 'recipient institutions for library resources. 

PART C STREKGTHEXING DEVELOPING IN STlTtrriONS 

Extension of Authorization 

The Committee bill extends title III of the Higher Education Act 
(Strengthening Developing Institutions) through fiscal year 1982, at 
the existing authorization level of $120 million per year 1 his program 
is designed to strengthen the academic quality of devdl^ing mstitu- 
tions which have the desire and potential to make a substantial con- 
tribution to the po^tsecondary' education resources of the JNation, but 
which are straggling for survival and are isolated frpm-the main cur- 
rents of academic life. Of the amount appropriated, .76 percent is tor 
four-year institutions and 24 percent' is for contmumty and ]unior 

The fiscal year 1976 appropriation for the developing institutions 
.program will provide support to 197 institutions jlp new^ grantees 
and 182 continuations) under the basic program. In addition, 26 awards 
will be made'^under the advanced progiam, which is intended to put 
participants more nearly in the mainstream of higher education, vvitii 
the view toward "gi-aduating" them from the progam at the end ot 
.the grant period. - 

, PART D STUDENT ASSISTANCE 




Basic EdAieational Opportunity Grants 

. The Basic Educational Opportunity Grant Program wa^ eikcted m 
■ 1972 to serve as a floor for Federal programs of student assistance. 
Its basic premise was that students should not have to make choices 
among postsecondary educational institutions on the basis ot where 
student financial aid was available. ■ . . , . • , o;^r.i6 

From the student's point of view, the program is relatively simple. 
He tills out .an application, giving information about his family s finan- 
cial status, and mails it to a central contractor He receives b^ck a 
statement telling him the "extent of his eligibility for a Basic Gi^t 
This statement, when presented to a student financial aid officter, is 
mSured Against the of the particular institution, for no grant 
Say e^ceed^alf the cost of a student's education Any fP between 
the amount of a student's Basic Grant and the total extent of 
" for assistance is made up by other Federal sources including the college- 
based aid programs-Supplemental Educatio^alpppoitunity Grants, 
College Work-Study, and National Direct Student Loans-the Fed- 
erally insuretl student loan, and State, institutional and private sourc^. 
The Committee heard widely conflicting testimony from the Jiigher 
' education community concerning the proper avenue to take in reau- 
thorizing the Basic Grant program. Some witnesses advocated turning 
the proiam.into an "access'" program-using the funds for subsistence, 
-and requiring the student to find tuition assistance elseVhere. Low-cost 
public institutions urged repeal of the ha f-cost Umitf ion, %s this 
limitation artificially redutes grants to low-tuition schools Many pn- 
vate institutions urged the jifrovision's retention, fearing that.a snitt 
' ■ n the pro^^^^^ wofld adversely affect the amounts flowing to high- 
tuition schools, a^/students would be discouraged from applying. ^ 
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V T,he. C9mmittee bill makqs no drastic Ranges in ih^ Basic Grant' 
program* It was the Committee's belief that the program is quite new, 
. and its ground ndes should not be changed at this time. It took the 
Basic Grant program a couple of years to establish itself , and to maiie 
students aware of its' existence. For the first two years of the progi'am, 
"the I)epai:thient of Health, Education, and Welfare overestimated the 
number of students who would participate in the program and, as a 
result, had'fiinds left over at the end of the fiscal year. 

This year, in contrast, substantially more students applied for and 
received Basic Grants than the Department had anticipated. An esti- 
mated 1.8 million student^ >vill receive grants for 1975-76.* As a result, 
additional funds had to be made available to make the payments to 
students entitled to receive them. This fall \\;ill be' the first time since 
the program's enactment that al^four classes on a campus will be eligi- 
ble to receive Basic. Grants. To make substantial changes in^the pro- 
gram at this time .could only confuse; students and fyiancial aid* of-' 
ticers, thereby threatening'the growth of the Basic Grant Program. 

The Committet* bill therefore extends the^asic. Grant Program 
through fiscal year 1982, with only minor modifications. Effective for 
academic year 1977-78, the maximum amount of the Basic Giunt will 
be inxjreased fi-om $1,400 to $1,80.0. The' bill clarifies that amounts re- 
ceived by a student under the Social Security Act shall be treated, fdl* 
purposes of determining what his family is able to, contribute to Ms 
education, as family income, rather than income of the student. One- 
half of tlie student's^ veteratf^ Jtenefits may i)e ^jganted as student 
income. ^ -h,.- ' ^ V 

The bill provides that unexpected funds remain available, for obli- 
gation for three months after the cj^e of the fiscal year, in c/se it is 
necessary to ityike siupplemental payiTients to students whos^entitle- 
•ineiits^iave already been establishecl for tliat fiscal year. Oth/rwise, a 
" student*s total entitlement is established.at the very'moment t]A2^t funds 
thre^iten to lapse, and the purpose of. the law\iiji providing for supple- 
"mental payments is foiled. « 7 ► 

The Committee bill jepeals the provision of existing law limiting' 
a Basic Grant to' half a student's need in situations iii which the pro- 
gram is less than fully funded. Ftdl funding has hcen attained, and 
the Committee hopes thatTlt^ level of support^will continue. In any 
event. It did Ant appear equitable to require all students to experience 
a "need gap'' under the program. If half a student's cost of education 
can be met from other sources, including his family, a Basic Grant 
should ho available to meet liis other expenses, it should riot be 
reduced^o half that amount. 

Finally, the Committee bijl authorizes payment of $15 per Basic 
;Grant recipient .per year to every eligible institution participating in 
the jn-ogram. This amount sfeall be first applied toward carrying out 
the new provisions for student financial aid information contained in 
the Committee bill and then may bemused to' defray administrative 
CQStsof tlie institution of its participation in ^le program. * 
Sn'ppleme7ital Ediwation Oppovtunlt]/ Grants^ ^ . 

The Committee bill cotitimies the Supplemental Educational Op- 
portunity -Grant program unchangec* through fiscal year 1982, a£ 
existing authorization levels. Again, the Committee was urged to re- 



write this program, in order to target its funds on a limited number of 
liigh-tuition institutions. The Committee \\^s not eonvmeed that such ' 
changes were necessary^ at this time, If, in the future, changes in the 
Supplemental Grant Plogram appear necessarj^, they can be made at 
that time. ' - . 

State Student Incentive if rants 

Under the ^ate Student Incentive Grant Program, the Federal , 
Government provides grants to States on an even-matching basis to 
assist ihem in providing individual grants, based on financial ne^d, ^o 
undergraduate students to attend institutions of higher education. In 
fiscal year 1976, 50 States and 5 territories participated in this pro- 
gram. Student grants were awarded to individuals from a wide range ^ 
of low- and middle-income families. The $44 million appropriated m 
fiscal year 1976 provided^a total of ii,pproxiitiately 176,000 student 

awards. * . , . 

The Committee notes Avitli pleasure that four years after the initia- 
tion of the SSIG program, it has expanded to full participation of, 
the States and territories in their oWn student grant program. Thus,- 
one of the initial program purposes of inducing States whiEh did not 
have progijams to initiate them hasi been fully achieved. In the most 
>recent year, total State appropriations for student grants has been ap- 
proximate one-half billion dollars. While States are, in the aggre^ 
gate, grtiatly expanding ft^ir grant programs, >his encouraging total 
of aid is largely located witlnh a few States. The-Commmee is hopeful 
that expanded appropriations in the SSIG program will result in a 
continued inducement for States to expand their own grant programs. 

The Comniittee supports the principle that Federal aid should not 
be restricted by State boundaries. As originally designed, the 9SIG 
program was intended to be equal matching of State and Federal 
fynds. As the aggregate of State funds now exceeds th'e li'ederal ap- 
propriations by more^than 12 times, many States greatly overmatch 
Federal contribution.^ In the State of New York, four million dollar 
of Federal contribution from SSIG j& overmatched by an amount in 
Excess of one h"Undred million dollai-s of State approi^riation. In con- 
sidering a requirement for potability of SSIG funds across State 
lines, the Committee deteiniined that such poitability requirejnents 
should only bt^ applicable when all States make approximately eqiiftl 
contributio^ls to their own SS^(t supported State programs of ^rmt 
aid to students. The Committor bill contains tt requirement for inter- 
state portability of SSIG grants, only for States which do not greatly 
overmatch Fe<leral contrrbutions. Given the traditional patterns of 
students attending\he college in- and put-of-State, the impact of this 
provision would be that no State participating in the SSIG program 
would 1x5 "exporting'' student grant funds in an amount greater than 
the Federal contribution. Thus, States' which have jindertaken gener- 
oiiB State-funded'stud^nt grant programs will not be forced to incFease 
State funding to pay the additidhal 4:ost of portability by^an amount^ 
greater than the Fe<leral funds received under SSIG. . ooTi-.' 

Thb Commitee bill provides that States participating m SSIG 
must allow all nonprofit institutions of higher education to be eJigiblo 
for State grant programs. The Committee believes that no State 
should make a prohibition against n nonprofit educational institution, 
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unless Stato constitutional prohibitions intorvon(\ In aildition, the 
( oninuttoo (loos not intend to imply that proi)riotarv educational in- 
stitutions shouUl not also participate in State i)i'()<r;-arns. The (\)nunit-- 
tee l)ill leaves the delennination a^^to the eli^rihilitv of pronrietarv' 
institutions m SSI(J supported, State pro^rrains to the ^rovernui<r laws 
and authorities of ea(»h State. 

In its desire to stren^rthen State oruarantml loan pro(rranis, the Com- 
mittee has created a bonus allotment in the SSIG pro^rrani to rewjuxl 
states \yhich have State <;uarantee loan a^ri^icies and to induce States 
notj'havin<r such a<rencies to establish theni.^Tlus provision is ba<5ed on 
a recommendation from ^he (lovenunent Operations Conuuittee, 
which hehl extensne oversi<rhtJie^irin^rs in cooperation with the Labor 
an( I ublic Welfare (onuuittee. A comph^e diseussioirof the hearin^^s 
and their recommendations is contained in this report under the provi- 
sions describin^r amendments in tlie (hiaranteed Student I»an 
rroofram. • 

The bonus allotment^shall.bv inipleinenteti when appropriations in 
the SM(, pro<rram exceed 8:><M)uO,lK)(i. 'Amounts <n-eater than $50 (KK) - 
00(1 up to S-i(M)j)i)n.(M)() shall be divided into two eyual parts. One part 
shall be allotted in the same manner as all SvSIG appropriations less 
than $:>(),( MM ).()()(). the same method as currently used in the SSIG 
propam based on proportionate student poi)ulat*ion. The remaining 
half of an amount appropriated in excess of $r)<MKMM)()() but less than

previously been available. The ( \)mmittce believes that this new Imnus 
allotment will stren<rthen both the SSKt an(l theCJuaranteed Student 
Loan Pro^jfrain. ' 

.V/^^yvV// prof/ rams for sfw/i nf from diHud nnitaf/ed havJcgro^indn 

The Comrtiittee extended the Sj)ecial Programs for Students from 
Disadvantanred Backgrounds through fiscal year 1982 but amended 
*the law to improve tlie ( oordinat ion, admiivistration. and'evaluation 
of these programs; to increase the number of pei-sons served; and to 
extend the character of services available. In addition, the Commktee 
adopfed a new special focus; program to assist individuals from isolated 
rural imclvgrmuuls and mi.iiority group individuals underrepreser^tod 
in specific careoi^;. The, Committee also adopted a new Service learn- 
ing (Vnter prograin to be located on university campuses to provide 
.remedial, counseling, tutorial and other services foj* students with' spe- 
cial educational needs. This prograin would b^^ open not only to'low in- 
come .sludents ; up to One-third of tlu' total si^rved vould be'fnmi non- 
low incj^me baclvgn)unds ])ut with significant educational disadvan- 
tages. The Committj^e intent was to perinit these com])rehensive'Serv- 
i(»o lyearning (Vntcj[sJo offer to educationally disadvantaged youtlis 
'from lower mid(Uif» ckss backgrounds with sKort-term needs^eeess 
tospe<Mal counceling and tuitorial assistaiKT. • 



Th,e, coordinating mechanism for those programs, which includes 
the traditional Talent Search, Upward Bound and Special Services 
projframs, would be the National Center for Postse^'ondary Oppor- 
"tumtv to be lo(*ated within the Office of Education. The Center* would , 
coordinate' and evaluate all programs, furnish technical assistance and 
act as a clearinghouse for disseminating information regarding effec- 
tive and exemplary programs. 

^ The Committee also sought to meet the expressed demand for addi- 
tional trained educational personnel, to meet the special i/iee9s 
of the edncatioiiallv disadvantaged by providirig authority for short- 
teiTO training institutes, and for the awarding of hot less than 100 
fellowships for graduate study for indi\i duals pursuing courses 
designed to enable them to provide counseling and other assistance to 
the edtlcatidnally disadvantaged. ^ 

The overall authorization for the Special Programs for Students 
from Disadvantaged Backgrounds would be raised to $200 mfllioii each 
year. At full funding, the Committee's expectation would be that the 
distribution of funds would l>e according to the following approximate 
' allocation: -

The Committee would expect that the fwll appropriations of these 
funds would pennif services to be received by some 750,000 individuals. 
Many of the now provisions adopted by the Committee resulted from 
recSinmemfations of tlie National Tasfe Force on tlie Disadvantaged 
and Postsecondary Education. * - , 

EdwMtional Outreach Program 

This'section of the *bill adds a new Subpart 5 to Title IV of the Act, 
to provide for grants to States for the development of Educational 
Outreach Centers to provide educational outreach, guidance, counsel- 
ing, information, referral, and placement services for all persons who 
desire them. ^ 

The Committee has modeled these centers on the Educational Oppor- 
^ tunitv Centers for the disadvantaged established in Subpart 4 of Title 
IV of the Act. Tlie Committee believes that there are large numbers of 
Americans, whetlier or not they are disadvantaged, who would be 
willing and able to take advantage of educational opportunities if they 
know such opportunities are available to them. This is especially true 
in niral areas, and in the nation's smaller towns and cities. 

$20,000,000 is authorized for the fiscal year^lOTJ, $30,000,000 for the 
•fiscal year -1978, and $40,000,000 for each "of -a he fiscal years 1979 
through 1982" for grants to states for the development of these centers, 
under a formula based on the numl>er of Basic Grant recipients who 
reside in each state.. The States may make grants to or contract with 
institutions of higher education, including institutions of vocational 
and career education, public and private agencies and organizations. 



and locaf (Mhicatioii a^oiuMes for planning and developing these 
rente 

The centers should be located so as to. provide^ all persons in the 
' area reasonable alwss to them. They fivo desigrted to provide outreach- 
services with regard to available full-time and part-time education 
opportunities for individuals, as well i\s information about compe- 
tency-based le^iniing opportunitiCvS, awarding of credjt for life expeli- 
ence, financijjtl aid, and application procedures; guidance and counsel- 
ing service^ with regard to education oppoilunities and career planfe^ 
and the availability of remedial or tutorial Servians designed to 
prepare persons for additional education. 

States desiring to reeeivo funds to prepare for the e^ablishment of 
such-^ntei-s are required to submit plans outlining a comprehensive 
strategy for i)roviding access^ to such centers within a reiilBnable 
peri(Kl of time for all persons'm the state. States must" also provide 
assurances of the availability of non-Federal funds to meet the pro- 
gram s 25 percent matchitig requirement. However, ,the Committee 
does not intend that such plans bo unnece^rily burden sonie' on the 
States. The Conunittee directs that, il^ the early stages of the progt^am, 
Stat<^ plan goals may be stated generally and clearly identified as 
goals, ratlier than requirements. - ^ 

^ The Conmiittec believes that these centers can serve as the basis for 
a future netU'ork of ^'edrcat^on maintenance organizations"; thix>ugh 
which all persons may maintain contact with educational options avail- 
able to them, and nuiy constantly and intermittently take advantage 
of those options throughout theix lives. 

For that reason, tlK* Committee expects there to hd considerable 
experimentation in the proper format for the delivery of these serv- 
ices, inchiding the use of a wide variety of institutional settings for 
their placement. The Committee has provided for State i^^rrinistra- 
ti(m of this program Ix^cause States will be more aware than^the Fed- 
eral goyermnent of their own unique nee<ls, and can achieve the desired 
flexibility in establishment ami operation of the centers. '.* 

The Committee notes that several groui)s and many individuals have 
endoi-sed the need for these centers for all persons, including but not 
limited to the disadvantage<l Indee<l, the Carnegie Commission report 
on equal opportunity in higher education, vvhicli served as the original 
basis, for the already-funded Education Oppoi-tunity Centers for the 
.disiulvantaged, made several recommendations that'could be applied 
equally to ihv disadvantaged and the m^eds of most middle-income 
Americans. 

In addition, the California iPostsecondarv P^ducation Commission 
has HMMMitly submitted a^report to the California State, legislature 
called vKstablishing Conuuunity Advisement Centei-s'', in Avhich it 
recommemls substantially the same program as is envisioned in this 
section^ 

Finally, the Xew York State' Board of Regents made recommenda- 
tion.i in this area w^hich are even more S{)e('ifically on f>oint vis-a-vis 
the need for Federal legislation, as follows :

. The Higher Education Act;, should be amended to provide for a new 
State-level i)rograi\;L designed to expand the coiu^ept of Educational 
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Opportunity Centers as authorized currently under Title IV, Part A, 
Subpart 4 of -the Higher Education Act of 1965. Under the proposed 
prograftn, the Educational Opportunity Centers would be operated by 
postsecondary education institutions either individually or through 
consortium arrangements governed by the cooperating institutions. 
The centers would provide outreach, ^idance, counseling, referral 
and placement services, and , information about available programs 
and financial assistance to persons within the geographical area served 
by the center. 

The proposed Federal program would have two parts: 

1. A Federal requirement for and assistance to the States to develop 
a statewide plan and strategy aimed at providing, within reasonable 
distance of all the State's populatio;j, the services olan Educational 
Opportunity Cpnter. This plan would emphasize ways to enc6urage 
existing institutions servings the same geographical areas to join to- 
gether ^to organize Educational Opportunity Centers. 

2. Grants would be made to States to finance a portion of the cost 
of grants or contracts with institutions or consortia of institutions 
seeking to planv and establish centers in accordance with the State' 
plan. " ^ 

The Special Services for the Disadvantaged Program authorized by ' 
Title IV, Part A, Subpart 4, of the Higher Education Act, should be . 
reauthorized and continue(^ as a program separate from the proposed ^^ 
Educational Opportunity Center program. |, 

Veteram^ Cost'of'Imtructiori Payrrieifita L 
Section 126 of the Committee bill proposes a series of amendments \ 
to section 420 of. the Higher Education Act of 1965, as amended — the 
Veterans Cost-of-Instructibn (VCI) program provision. The pro- \ 
visions in the Committee Mil are derived trom S. 2651, the "Veterans . 
CoSt-of -Instruction Extension'j^ct." 

The VCI program was designed to provide incentives and support- 
ing funds f Of cmleges and universities to recruit veterans and to estab- 
Rsii special programs and services necessary to assist veterans in re- 
adjusting to an academic setting, especialljr educationally disad- 
^ntaged veterans. Paragraph ,(1) of subsection (a) of section 420 
would be amended to extend the authorization for the VCI program 
for seven years, through fiscal ^ear 1982. The progpam authoriza- , 
tion expired on June 30, 1975. However, under the general extension 
provision in section 414 of the General Education Provisions Act, the 
program authority has been automatically extended for an additioi^l 
year — ^through fiscal year 1976 in this case. 

The Committee bill further amends section 420(a) to, take into ac- 
count that effective May 31, 1976, veterans discharged prior to May 31, 
1976 will lose their eligibility for educational benefits under the 
G.I. Bill. The law provides that veterans released from active duty ' 
after January 31, 1955 have eligibility for 10 years after release or 
until Muy 31, 1976, whichever is later. i. . . 

A major problem is posed by the fact thafthe enrollment in the 
more than 1,200 institutions of higher education receivirig payments 
under the VCI program will be seriously affected by this v^ypiration 
of eligibility. Although some veterans will be forped to discontinue 
their education due to' loss of benefits, even those that remain enrolled 
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.not included in ttie count for the purposes of determining 

The significance of this is that institutions now participating in the 
. VCI progpam must qualify iov continued eligibility o^ the- basis of 
their count of students. Instit'utibns of higher education are now eligi- 
ble for VCI payments if the number of ve^njn-students receiving 
GJ. Bill payments therq equals at least 25 pers^dte, and is at least 110 
percent of the number /of such veterans in attendance the preWous 
academic year, or if the number of such students is at least 10 percent 
of the total undergraduate enrollment and s6ch percentage is no lower 
than that for the previous academic year.

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The Committee undertook extensive oversight regarding thfe Guar- 
anteed Student Loan Program (GSLP).' Administrative difficulties 
and much publicized abuses in the program have Uen a great concern 
to the Congress and the Administration. The Comihitte© recog^izes the 
massivfj contribution to financing postseci>ndary educational opportu- 
nity made in the ten years of operation of the GSLP. No other pro- 
^i*am of tlie Federal Government has been as successful in expanding 
hnanciai resources to suppoi-t educational expenses of our citizens. As 
roughly one in every fifty American citizens has benefited from this 
program, Its massive success in Irving its purposes should not be 
diminished. However- such high levels of participation and the need 
. to expand educational opportunity have created both program gi^wth 
and opportunity for abuse which iave threatened to destroy this fine 
record of success. The Committee has made a number of supporting 
amendments and structural changes to the program to maintain its pur- 
poses, to simplify Its administration, and to restrict the opportunities 
tor abuse. The Committee believes that the array of improvements 
combined with diligent an^ aggressive administrative action by HEW 
will result m a strengthened program which shall jcontiAue to serve its 
vital purposes. . - «k . ~ 

TT^fe Committee bill incorporaftes a nuihber of proposals made by 
IIMV to strengtlien the program, which were introduced as a separate 
bill, 1229. The provisions incorporated in the repoiied biU are: 
P^^^'^^ion of the defense from repayment by reason ofinfancy 
status of the borrower; (2) easing of minimum repayment period of 
the loan when agreeable to lender and borrower; (3) provision of 
lower monthly payment for two spouses wKo both have loans: (4)'en- 
courapment of lenders to make multiple disbursements, thus lowering 
default if educational programs are not completed by tlie student bor- 
rower; (5) adoption, in kn adhered form, of the principle of prohibition 
ot a student exercising an ui)intended use of the bankruptcy laws. The 
Comniittee commends HEW for suggesting these improvements, and 
the other administrative actions taken to date. However, the Commit- 
tee reviewed and declined to adopt an HEW proposal to eliminaitc all 
proprietary schools h school-lenders in the Guaranteed Student Loan 
Program. This decision was based on the belief that abuses are not 
restricted to any particular segment of educational institution, bu<? 
rather that abuses exist in all segments and must be footed out through 
administrative action based on, available legal and administra;tive 
sanctions. The Committee cannot accept the notion of restricting par- 
ticipation in the loan program of thase students who chose an educa- 
tional institution with a proprietary form of governance. -

As in the case of any Federal 
payn^ent, proper auditing procedures must be e.stablished. In addition, 
any State wishing to receive such payments mtist adequately demoji- 
strate its capability to usefully carry out a program of collection and 
of preclaitn assistance. / 

In regard to eligible educational institutions in the State programs, 
the C ommittee makes one notable exception to its requirements as part 
of the increased reinsurance option t&at State programs conform to 
the federal standards of participation. This exception regards' non- 
residential or home-study schools, which have no relation.ship to State 
boundaries The Committee does not believe a State program should 
be responsible for an educational institution which, through its out- 
reach based only on US mail, is essentially a multistate or natioiial 
institution. The Committee notes that nonresidential schools in ^many 
cases have provided a sound education opportunity to persons whom 
might not otherwise be able to receive postsecondarv education. A 
number of innovafive and progressive institutions, including insti- 
tiitions organized by State governments, are nonresidential schools. 
Ihe C ommittee wishes to encourage* such innovative developments 
\and recognizes that several have been ftinded through the Fund for 
Improvement of Postsecondar>' Education of HEW. This unique 
type of school represents a multistate or national interest, and tluis' 
m the opinion of ^he Committee should not be the responsibility of a 
single State agency loan program. 

Regarding residency, the Committee believes that each State loan 
program should allow eligibility to every otherwise eligible citizen 
of that State as well as to every eligible student attending an eligible ' 
mstitution in that Stafe.

In order to avoid abuses by unscrupulous nulividunls who untair^y 
promote student loans and otten uusrepre^ent tlie nature of its obhga- 
tions,\tho foniniittee -has eliminated trom eligibility in the student 
loan program any educational institution which employs or uses com- 
inissioiml salesmen, to promote the availability of tlit> Guaranteed btu- 
dent Loan Program. 1 he Committee does not intend that this prolubi-" 
tion apply generally toiuiy school which useisoremployvscoininissioned 
salesmen. Thus, the proJubition applies only to tlu)se institutions 
utilizing cchnmissioneil salesmen wlio promote student loans, i he 
Committee does not wish to restrict normal aii^ ethical reciuitmg 
practices by educational institution8..The restriction on promotion ot 
loans is intended tu eliminate active promotion, not simply tlie listing 
of loan avttilability in a catalogue or providing appropriate informO' 
tion and couijiseling to a • student regarding available student and 

urograms. . . ,• n • !•* 

The CoinmittcH' bill provides for elimination aS an eligible institu-. 
tion for any school with an amiual default rate of 15Vo,or greater 
for two consecutiw years, after the notice and opportunity t6r a 
hearing. As the amendment mandates that two conseCutive yeare must 
show 15% or greater default rate, the Committee intends that any 
school shall Ifave an opportunity for two fyll years of experience prior 
to any administrative determination of ineligibility. Ihus, il a 
school had an unacceptably high default rate in year one, determina- 
tion of i-neligibility must await a second year of unacceptably high 
default rate prior to tehnination uiuier tins provision.. ^ 

The Committee recognizes that certain existing shortcomings ot the 
GSLP data system may make actual tabulation of annual ilefault rates 
administratively impossiblp for each and every participating institu- 
tion. In the case where the Commis9,ioner determines that data neces- 
sarv to implement this provision is not obtairyibte, he s lall advise the 
Committee on the data shortcoming, Uml provule a plan OH , how to 
best implement the provision. As two >*ears will elapse before imp e- 
mentation of this provision, the Committeo believes that any iniule- 
'quacy of the existing data system can be forrectcd so that appropriate 
impleitientation can take.place^ ... .u„ii h« 

the Committee does hot intend that these provisions shaU be 
implemented on a retroifctive basis. Rather, the Committee is hoiSeful 
that the many improvements made in the student loan prograrn under 
its bill, along With the technical assistance to the institution to improve 
collection rates will result in a vei7 limited number of determinations 
of ineligibility. 

Student Loan Marketing Association 

The Committee has included a technical amendment at the request 
of the Student Ix)an Marketing Association (SLMA— 'Sallie >Iae ). 
The intent of this amendment is to provide a'statutory basis for the 
■ perfection of security interest in .student loans insured under the Guar- 
anteed Student Lgan Program, by filing an appropriate notice with 
State officials of such security interest. It is anticipated that such a 
provision would materially facilitate the operation of Sal lie Mae in 
,its Warehousing Advance' Program, under which Sallie Mae makes 
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advances to eligible financial and educational ^nstifetitions on the se- 
curity of student loans. This provision is an applt)priale .method by 
which to resolve problems now face<l b y ^affi e^Ma^ in perfecting 
security intere.st in pledged (iSLP loans under applioatle State law, 
which in virtually every State governs the perfection^of^security in- 
terests in such traYisactions. 

^ The Committee wishes to take note that, since its inception in 1973, 
Sallie Mae has made significant progress in providing aidditional capi- 
tal for student loans from the private sector.' ln sp^te of being 6r|ja- 
nized during a period of difficult conditions in the general financial 
market, Saflie Mae has been successfully initiated and has made sig- 
nificant inroads in achieving its mandate to increase capital Available 
for student loans through secondary market opefatioris. The Cojnmit- 
tee wishes to note the success of Sailie Mae to date, and^Ute its desire 
to 'continue to encourage its expansion, so i:hat students wilji be served 
who otherwise may be denied the opportunity to finance their poet- 
secondary education through a private capital loaii mechanism. 
Work Study Program ^ ' 

The Committee bill extends . the College Work-Study Program 
through fiscal year 1982, at existing authorizatioit levejs. It includes 
a technical amendment to make it clear that Work^tudy students mojt 
be employed in jobs in Federal,' State, and local public agencies, as^ell 
as other types of public agencies. 

In addition, the Committecibill prohibits an institution from termi- 
nating a student's work-study employment durihg a semester, merely 
on the grounds that he har independently sought additional employ- 
ment, and that his combined salaries exceed the institution's determi- 
nation of his need, huch abrupt temination could only be disruptive, 
" not only to the student, but also to the agency or organization that 
counted dn his services for the period of the semester. It o,nly discour- 
ages individual enterprise, for a student who would otherwise seek 
additional wprk would be- aware that it could jeopardize his work-' 
study job. Tlie prohibition on termination only applies for the se- 
mester-long period. At the end of the period, the mstitutional financial 
aid officer could, of course, make a itjdetermination of the student's 
need as part of.llis decision concerning whether to continue his work- 
study employment. 

Tne Committee bill also amends the assurances required of partici-. 
pating institutions, broadening their commitment to additional \Vork- 
study experienccvs for their students from other than Federal funds to 
all students who desire work-study employment, not just those in need. 

The Committee biH also includes an amendnvent which was pro- 
posed by the National Student Lobby (NSL). Research conducted by 
NSL demonstrated that the majority of students learn about student 
aid programs primarily from their peers. Other sources of informo.- 
tion, such as goveri|ment publications, school counselors, and parents, 
were less often used tlian fellow students. The amendment p^vides 
that a ratio of stmleht counselors in proportion to the number of stu- 
dents on the campus will be funded by College Worjc-Study funds. 
These student counselors will provide peer counseling on student aid 
programs.

In addition to these 
programs, wliich Imve had tremendous impact on the ability of 
AmeTic^ins to seek postse^ondary education and thnsenrich their lives, 
the family and the student himself remain as the primary source of 
hnancial obligations connected with postsecpndary education, 
vvniie the C ommittee has a firm desire to encourage streamlining 
and simp ifieation, it acted carefully to avoid inappropriate destruc- 
tion ot the current and multiple source system which it believes is 
necessary to maxmuze the total resources available to students. As' 
tinancin^r |)ostsecondai7 education should be a joint effort amonir pri- 
>a e souiros, government sources, and family sources, the Committee 
believes in aiding the development of a streamlined and efficient sys- 
in which several levels pf government and multiple sources of 
funds pnxiuce an array of available aid so that every individual may 
. maximize , his own potential through postsecomfary educational 
, opportunity* 

The Committee believes that students and prospective students can 
make intelligent choices about financing their education only if they 
have sufficient information. For many young people, education after 
high ^hool represents the. largest expenditure they have ever made, 
i'req.uently, a prospective student has little idea where to geek in- 
formation as to available education programs, *^or available financial 
aid, so that he may become a well informed "comparison shopper" in 
the educational market place. The Committee has also found that 

^ some students undertake obligations, particularly in strident loan 

programs, without full knowledge of their responsibilities. Testimony 
before, the {^ommittee and before the Senate Committee on Govern- 
ment Operations indicates abuses have entered these programs partial- 

i ly due to lack of information by ^participants. Complete disclosure 

- and understanding of student's rights? and responsibilities in par- 
ticipating under. Federal aid programs should result in a reduction 
of the abuses. 

Educational institutions testified as to the increasing and large costs 
of deahng with , Federally aided students. Despite their expressed 
wilhnfpess to improve their administration of Federally funckd stu- 
dent aid programs and counseling to their students, budget stringen- 
cie;s on manv campuses have forced them to redu'be these services. I^Hiile 
some schcids have been improving their own infonjiation dissemina- 
tion and counseling efforts, most schools lack sufficient resources to 
provide an exemplary student infortnation effort. \

After a number ()f years, the Office of Education h^s 
finally issued regulations tb implement that provision, and the Com- 
mittee hopes that it nilHwjtVe a sij^nificiint effect in weeding out those 
schools" whi(;h do not have ^i^lie fiscal stability or administrative com- 
petence to pariiciiTate successfully in the l(ian j)ro^ram.' The Commit- 
f ee bill would extend this protection to the Basic Grant, WorkrStudy, 
and Dire^-t Student Loan Pro^i^rams. 

Without the* language of the Committee bill, the Connnissioner has 
no statutory autht^ity to withhold payments from a school that he 
knows is foimderin^i; iind will not be able to provide its student^ their 
education, rtft(M* ita cost has been paid. It makes little sense to the 
(^ommittee to requij^q-continued payment of Federal funds to an in- 
stitution in finnnciarci;isis, winch threatens to close its doors ^jind leave 
its enrolloes stranded. The Commiftee bill would allow the Commis- 
sioner to set fiscal standards, the^t suspend, limit, or terminate an 
institution s participation if it failed to meet them, after notice and 
hearing. . . 

Report on High School /Cguln^cnri/ Program and College As-mtance 
Migrant l^rog ram / \ 

The Connnittee is concerne^d about the continuation of two educa-'^ 
tion programs which are operated by the Department of Labor, the 
jTigh School Equivalency Proorram (HEP) and the College Assist- 
ance Migrant Program (CAMP). These are programs for migrant 
woj-kem who may otherwise l e denied the opportunity for postsec- 
ondary education, and are aiithorized by title III, Section 308, of the 
Coniprehensiye Emnloyment and .Training Act of 1973, as amended. 

Tlie Committee bill, in section 124, amends and augments those pro- 
grams previously known as "TKTO" which have a similar purpose of 
creatiiig oppoilimities for mend)ers of underserved communities to 
extend the possibility of postsecondary ed\ication to persons who may 
otherwise be iiuaw^re or unprepared for such opportunities. In expand- 
ing and augmenting the TRIO programs, the C^ommiftee is- attempting 
to provide a flexible arrav of programs to meet the difficult problems 
of expanding' educational opportunity to traditionally unseiwed per- 
sons. Section 135 of the bill requires that the Commissioner of Educa- 
tion, in consultation with the Secretary of Labor, prepare a report on 
all of these programs, so that the Congress might reach an informed 
determination as to their proper organizational location and the needed 
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intorrolationships nnu.ng tlu-st- s.in.lnr pio-rmnis. A^ lu o tho mtont of 
Con.m'ss is olcarlv cxpn'ssod to . ontinfio profrnnns ot t .is nn ufe. tin 
iTiMH-t will a(lviM>'tlu" (^Miiiiiittet' and tlu' ( «n<rvoss on tlu" lH;st adnuii- 
istVativc jncans tor <l."livn-in«r i best" 'proven stM-vMccs to^t'xistinfi aiul 
potontiar.'li.-nts.

Teacher Traming Profframs . , 

Title V of the existing higher education authority includes the Edu- 
oaUo, Professions Development Act. first enacted in 1967 in the midst 
of L cr t cal Teacher shortage along with a Congr-essibnal recognition 
iinme l ids fdr educational personnel in priority areas such a^ edii^ 
cation for the disadvantaged. Title T was revised in the Education 
Amendments of 1972 i^^. 92-318) to emphasize inservice training of 
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education personnel and tlie attracting of qualified teachers to other 
priority areas such as tjie edlication of migrant children. In S. 2657, 
the Committee i^eplaces EPDA with m employhient/priority needs 
assessment autjbiority for education pei's'onnel, a progi am of grants for 
expei*\men" -.i . . . 



• u '^'^ teacher centers, and a grant pi'ogram for institutions 

of higher ^ucation wishing to train minority or minority-interest 
.education personnel ^and to ianprov.e post-baccalaureate instruction in 
schools of education. - . 

In setting forth these new programs, the Committee recognizes basic 
realitie.s : the "teacher shoitage" of the mid- to late-1960?s has relaxed 
to the point of a "surplus" with thousands of qualified teachers seek- 
ing but unable to find employment. Severe budget cuts haye combined 
with slowly declining enrollments lo create an unfavorable job climate 
for teachers as well as other education pei-sonnel. 

The American Federation of Teachei-s forecasts that by 1985 
(ftssuiming current trainitig rates for beginning teachers) "there will 
be two teachers for every teaching job in the United States, with three 
million teachers employed and another three million (cumulative be- 
tween 1975-85) either unemployed or working in another field." 

Thesp projections, however, simply reflect the availability 4jf jobs 
and pei-sonnel to fill them. They do not reflect new and changing needs, 
fjchool districts, caught in a budget squeeze, have dismissed personnel 
they would have preferred to retain, eliminated "marginaF' courses in 
art and music, and hired beginning teachei-s rather than experienced 
teachers for ivnsons of cost. Staff inservjce development programs are 
non-existent in nany districts, and a low priority in others. A 
reduction in class size— although desirable— has not been practicable 
in most instances. Xew progranq*for children with special needs, 
ranging from bilin/^al services rtlfl expanded programs for handi- 
ca,^ped students to. jformats for the gifted and talented, have often not 
been instituted in spite of clear needs. ' 

The Committee is therefore concerned thaf overall qvantity of edu- 
cational personnel not obscure the need for (quality sufficient to address 
the full needs of schools and the chlTdren they serve. The quality of 
tea<?hers and the quality of education America's children receive are so 
closely i-elated as to be inseparable. The Committee therefore S£es a 
clear need to continue the federal interest in developing the education 
pi-ofessions, first articulated in the "Smith-Hughes Act of 1917 
and expanded under various mandates in the intervening years, in 
order to assure a national perspective on the professional integrity of 
the education professions, to make certain that Congi-essionally-man- 
dated programs— such as bilingual education and education for handi- 
capped persons— have the appropriately qualified personnel, and to 
assure that career education, adult editCation, and lifelong learning 
programs can be adequately staffed. The Committee, notes the words of 
Alan Ostar, of the American Association of State Colleges and Univer- 
sities; "There is no teacher surplus. There is an educational 
deficit. ..." ) . * 

Finally, .the Committee did not make negative judgments as to 
the efficacy of past programs under the Education Professions Devel- 
opment Act. The Committee notes, Jiowever, that the course of EPDA, 
however viable, was clouded by controversial schemes such as "educa- 
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tional renewal," an effort that required statutory m<ervention to 
correct. While the Committee is mindful of the need for existinpr CJttice 
of Education personnel, with expertise in present and past programs, 
to be involved in the new efforts, it should be made dear that a 
repetition of past leadership, performances, pr goals is not desirable. 
Therefore, the Committee ha?? constructed a review process for both 
the Concrress and the public that has as'a major goaUhc careful and 
thorough assessment of both policy directions and leadership 

performance. , • rx^, ^.x • ' 

• Teacher training -nirvey and dsHesH7nent8,—T\\^ Committee is con- 
cerned at the apparent lack of reliable, current data on employment 
supply and demand in the education professions and the lack of com- 
prehensive assessments of the capability of teacher training institu- 

-^tions to meet varying priority needs in key education areas. Theretore, 
the Committee bill directs the National Center fov Education Statis- 
tics— under supervision of a new Council on Teacl^'er Training Survey 
and Assessments— to carry out a continuing sul^vey of supply and 
de^iand for teachers and administrative personnel to meet the precise 
needs of schools; to determine what kinds of additional training 
programs Miould be mounted to meet emerging needs; and to' assess 
the adequacy of pertinent federal efforts, present and planned, to 
meet such needs. Reports and recommendations are due to the Con- 
gressf'at-least annually. ^ ^ ^ 

* Governing* the survey, and making amplified policy recommeucla- 
tion» to the Congress, is the Council on Teacher Training Survey and 
Assessments, of broad composition from the general teacher trainmg 
field In addition to providing its own assessment of the data col- 
lected by NCES, together with other surveys and assessments as may 
be necessart to provide a broa<l vantage point, the Council ,shal 
provide a report to the Congress with emphasis upon ho?\' present and 
emerging needs in the education professions may be met and at what 
potential cost. The report and subsequent plans for implementing its 
recommendations shall be subject to public review and comment includ- 
ing a public hearing. ; J 

(C.hief among the Council's responsibilities will be^he recommenda 
tion i-egarding "national priority areas" in the educational profes 
sions, bv special report to the Congress. "National priority areas are 
those education areas already determined by the Congress to be 
priority, or for which the Council provides-^ recommendation that 
an area of educational need be designated by the Congress as a new 

priority. i. ^- r j-t, ^ 

Xhe Committee regards the full and proper functioning ot these 
new' authorities to be of utmost importance to the abditv of the Con- 
gress to determine and meet changing needs in utilizing the fu 1 range 
of exifiting resources in the education professions, as well as planning 
for needs not vet manifest. The Committee will be exercising careful 
'oversio*ht of all aspects of these new processes. 

Teacher Centers.— Th\s section-authorizes the Commissioner to make 
grants to local educational agencies to assist them in planning, estab- 
lishincr^and operating teacher centers. Such teacher centers a re tp be 
operaFed bv local education agencies to serve teachers from pubhc and 
non-public schools, except that ten percent of the funds expended by 
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the. Commissioner under this subsection may be expended' on grants to 
institutions of higher education to operate teacher centers. 

E|j|f?h center shall be operated under the supervision of n teacher 
center policy board, the niajority of which is to be representative of 
elenie;itai*y and secondary classroom teachers to be served by such 
Center, Applications to the Commissionfer are to be made through the 
State educational agency of the appropriate state. 

The purposes of these centers are te meet the professional needs of 
local teachere as defined by the teacher center policy boards. Such pro- 
grams may include but are not necessarily limited to curi^culum de-. 
velopment, skill training, introduction to new teaching methods, and 
exchange of information on new ideas. Eecent years have seen inci-eas- . 
ing and changing demands on schools and their teachei^/Since teach- 
ers are'tUe niost important element in the provision of quality educa- 
tion, and are i;4volred directly in the problems of providing it, they 
have a p^'ticular need for centers whose purposes are to meet their 
own needs. Thix)ugh teacher centers they have the opportunity to re- 
train for changing assignments. The center provides exposure to other, 
toachei-s and to new ideas and teaching methods. - 

Tmlmng for IJlghen Edii<^atwn Tersonml—Gv^ni^ iwiy be made 
by the Commissioner to institutions'of higher education for the pur- 
pose of training teachiprs, administrators, and other education per- 
sonnel who are from minority or disadvantaged backgrounds incjud- 
ing those with limited-Ehghsh speaking abili|:y, for such ^personnel 
preparing to serve students from such backgrounds, or for the further 
training of education personnel to meet changing national education 
personnel needs such as the national priority areas. Funds granted 
under this provision are not intended for the general purposes of the 
institution oi* ity component unit of education personnel training. 
Rather, the Committee intends that these moneys be used directly to 
support the specified t<*aining programs, fellowships and traineeships 
\diich involve the designated individuals. The Committee expects 
that applications for suppoit under this program will include suffi- 
cient assurances that the institution is able to carry out this expressed 
intention. 

Grants for the I mpro^rement of Graduate Programs of Education. — 
Tlie ConmiittcF finds a compelling need for institutions of higher edu- 
cation engaged in training pei^ons for the education professions to 
build new and inci^ased capacities for graduate programs that. meet 
changing personnel teacher needs. In keeping with its emphasis on 
inservioc as opposed to presets ice programs, the Committee has pro- 
vided a system of grants to encoumge reform at the graduate educa- 
tion training level. Grants may also be u$ed to train faculty for sui^ 
purposes and to develop cooperative state and local arrangements. ^

' Office of EcThcation is to protect the financial interest of the Pedernl 
cTovevnment and carry out the f)urposes of the title VTT procrram.

These cooperative intei-state efforts aYe seen to have ertormous polten- 
tml to increase the quality and the scope of educational (ipportunities 
for the s.tu(lents of different states. Before the tfdvent of intei^tate co- 
operation, States were forced in many cases to invest theif valuable 
education resources in the development of specialized programs, evQn 
though the same programs were available in neighboring States, 
Often the expensive program's served only limited enrollments. This 
kind ot duplication led to inefficiencies, higher cost, and lower quality 
than would ha\nt^ been possible through the cooperative intei-stato 
ajriyements that this amendment encourages. 

Several States hav(^ adopt-ed model programs that allow the resid- 
ents of one State to enroll in postsc»condary educational programs of 
the other State at no additional costvS. Such arrangem^ints enable stu- 
dents to pui>jue programs thatt would not other.wise be available to 
theni. They encourage States to plan together for the common neefls of 
their students. They allow thein to share .prngrams and thus to avoid 
unnecessary duplication of their education resources. 

Other States in all i)arts of the CQuntry have estabHshrd cooperatiyo 
interstate agreements at Ixyth the undergraduate and graduate levels. 
These arrangements include such areas as medical training, veterinary 
inedicaKand'public health practice. , '

izations. The only increas(* in authorized appropriation's tor that fiscal 
year occurs in the special line item- authorization for vocational edu- 
cation for persons with limited English-speaking ability, which is in- 
creased froni $17,5 million to $40 milljon. ' 

Effective in fis<Mil year 197«. the 'rommittee bill totally ivwrites 
existing Ihw, to simplify its provisions and nmke the Federal .effort" 
in vocational education even more effective than it has been in tho^ 
pust.^The delay in making this new language effective is intended by 
the Committee to allow the Office of Education ample opportunity 
to dm w new afid simpler reirulations to ii^plement the new law. It 
is also intended to give States ample time to undertake in-depth 
planning for vocatmnal education programs, long-range and annual- 
ly. a,s eonten»pte4^d by ^le Committee bill. The Committee encoiirages 
both the Office of Education and State and locaFvocational eduVatora 
to use fiscal year 1977 wisely, to assure the l)est possible implementa- . 
tion of the new legislation, / '

This le^rishition represented a mile- 
stone in tluv development of Federal aid to the States for education, 
inc(Mporatin^ provisions for the allocation hi funds, Stati^ phins, de- 
velopnient of State policvunikinjLr Ixmrds for the administration of 
education 4)ro^rams, inatcliin^ ixMjuirernents, lind annual aceountuhil- 
it y Imports to ron^^iess. These are uumy of the same piovision.s C4irried 
throH^rh, in various fonns, in pivsent Federal education laws. The 
Stnith Ilu^^hes Aet authoHzed $7 million for vocational education in 
agriculture,. trades and industry, and home econpmics, and tne train- 
ing^of teaeheiN forthest* pm^raaiis. 

Sinci^ the passa^]:e of tlie Sniith-Huphes Act, a series of Federal lo^'- 
islative enactments, notably the Georjre-Barden Act of 1946 and 
amendments of 1950 and 1958', provided further financial assistance to 
the States for vocational! education pro^^rams. The Federal contribu- 
tion for vo<*ational education had ^rrown from $800,000 in 1018 to $5.14 
million in 1962; at the sam<^ time. State and local expenditures had in- 
creased from $2.2 million in 1918 to $232.4 million in 1962. 

It was not until 19G1, with President John F. Kennedy's initiation 
of a major study to be carried out on vocational education, that the 
Federal vocational education profrraiiv^-^ the .subject of a national 
evaluntion. The final evaluation report, entitled "Education for a 
Changing? World of Work,'' contained recommendat'ions that the local- 
State-Federal partnership increa.se support for (1) high school stu- 
dents preparing to enter the labor market or become homeii^iakers, 
(2) youths with special needs who have academic, socioeconomic, or 
other handicaps that pn^vent them from succeeding in a iTgular high 
school vocational program, (3) youths or adults vvlio have completed 
or left high school and are full-time students pivj)aring to enter the 
labor market, (4) youths or adults who need training or retraining to 

. achieve emplo.vmeht stability, and (5) adequate services and facilities 
to assure quality in all vocational education programs?^ 
* Congress incorporated manv of these major recommendations when 
it enacted the Vocational Education Act of 1963, Public Law'88-210. 

« The 1963 Act represented a basic shift and expansion of Federal finan- 
cial a.ssistancelo vocational educp^on. The environment in which the 
Act was framed was importfhijxfo its outcome. While the Act was be- 
ing considefed, the Xational^^perienced a high levol of unemployment 

" among the untrained and whskilled. Criticism of vocational education 
at^hat time was direct<^(HT) the alleged failure of vocational education 
programs to change f n<m the older occupational emphases on agricul- 
ture, home economics/and trades to meet the increasingly more sophis- 

, ticated economy of the 1960's. More implicit was the perceived need 
for more formal preparation for employment. Vocational education 
was to l)ecome more responsive to the special educational needs of per- 
sons with difficulties which preveiited them from succeeding in regular 
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vocational education disadvuntugcd in 

either u socioeconomic or acadcanic sense. 

*For the first time, Federal vocational education funds wei-e author- 
ized for the construction of new vmational education sch(H)ls, Denion^' 
stration and r^.searoh projects were also autliorized to help improve 
the quality of vocational ^iaiftin^. In addition, the HHia Act estab- 
lished authorities for special experimental i)rograms of rt^sidentia! 
vocatipnal schools to help youths from high unemplovment ana hmh 
sdiool-dropoUt areas to benefit fully from a vocational education, Tho 
10«;J A(it reUiinfjirthe Smith-Hughes Act and the (jcorgt- Harden Act, 
atf amended, intact, <? • i i 

Tho effects t)f the Vocational Education Act of HH)Ii miglit b© 
assessed in a numl)er of ways— one is to evaluate expenditure gix)wth 
and another is to examine eni-olhnent dcvclopTltents, 

K.ipendUures.--Vrom fiscal year 19C4 to 19CC, 'total State, local, 
and' Federal expenditures for vocational education increased more 
rimn twofold, from million in 1964 to $800 million in 1966. Fed- 
eral grants tathe States quadnipled from $55 million in 1964 to $234 
million in 1966; i^tate and local , expenditures doubled from $278 
million in \UU to $566 million in 1966. Federal money rose from over 
UVpen ent of the total spending for vocational ediication to more than- 
29 nt»rcent, 

InroIIments.— During the same period of fiscal ytfar 1964 to 1966, 
high school enrollments in Vocational esducation programs rose by 42 
percent, postserondary enrollments by 70 percent, ard adult enroll- 
ments by 17 percent. Ilowever, it is impossible to determine how many 
of these reported enrollment increases comprised net additions to the 
niHHl)er training in vocational education, compared to how many of 
/ne reported enr^ments were simply shifted from sole State support 
to Federally ^itfrd programs. (The 1963 Act had made training for 
many more occupations eligible for Federal support.) 

The 1963 Act provided for the establishment of an Advisory Coun- 
cil on Vocational EducatioA to review and evaluate vocational ecjuca- 
tion programs in 1966. In 1968 the Council's first report was published.. 
The report found major shortcomings in the implementation of two 
major objectives? of the 1963 Act—first, in preparing students for 
the world of work and, second, in paying particular attention to those 
students with spcvial needs, Tlie Council found that in 1967 only one 
in four high school' students was enrolled^ in vocational education, 
while five or six bigh school students never achieved a fidl college edu- 
cation. In other words, almost 60 percent oi^ hrgh school students en- 
tere<l the world of work without formal preparation to hold a job. Tn 
addition, mor-e than half of the bifjh school studentS'who did receive 
vocational training were l>eing tramed in agriculture and home eco- 
nomics, althotigh opportunities in the former were dwindling and the 
latter was primarily a nonremunerative employment field. " 

In addition to the training lag, the Council also found many social 
problems that would have an important bearing on the necid for train- 
ing. They found that each year there were approximately one million 
high school and college dropouts. Moreover, unemployment rates 
among the youths were very high, with rates for 16-19 year olds 
among the highest in the nation. For the age groiip 16-19, approxi- 
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mately 23 porcettt of whit© nmles, 25 percent of white females, 88 
percent of nonwhite males, and 49 percent pf nonwhito females were 
unemployed in 1907, compared to the unemployment rato of 3.8 per- . 
cent for the total worlJing population. " «^ . ^ 

• Vocatianal Education A vieiidmentu of 1968.— In 1968, the Congr^ 
enacted major amendments to Vocaitional Education Act of 19bd, 
which revised and expanded the Federal vocational education pro- 
gram in an attempt to rectify the problems identified hy the Advisory 
Council in the early -lirGO's. These amendments established a perma- 
nent authorization for the basic Stiita grant programs in vocational 
education, and these authorizations were increased from $225 million 
in fiscal year 1969 to $565 million in fiscal year 1975 and theyeafter. 
The 1968 amendments specifically identified students with special 
educational needs, chunginc; the general category of "special needs 
in the 1963 Act into two select grouos, disadvantaged vocational stu- 
dents and physically and mentally handicapped vocational students. 
In addition, various percentages of the vocational education basic 
grant funds \iere earmarked to be used for th^se two select groups. 
At least 15 percent of each State's basic grant had to be used for voca- 
tional programs for the disadvantaged, and at least 10 percent of this 
same grant had to be used for vocational programs for the handi- 
capped. In addition, tlie 10 percent fi^inimum solely for vocational 
education programs fof those whohad>]Completed or Iqft high school- 
commonly called the postsecondary set-aside— was also included m the 
1968 amendments. The CorigreRS saw postsecondary education replac- 
ing secondary education as the terminal education program for a 
majority of American youths. At that time, Congress perceived very 
few occupations (i.e., clerical, automotive) for which high school 
training would be adequate. Training beyond high school was also 
viewed as a necessity in order for vocational education programs to 
develop and adrtpt to the need for continuing educatidn in the techni- 
cal fields, by not onlv preparing qualified persons for entry -level work, 
V)Ut also for job mobility nnd promotional opportunities. ^ 
Several new categorical programs were created by thie 1968 amend- 
ments to help make vocational education more relevant to the job mar- 
ket needs of the students and the nation, (ind to emphasize the rela- 
tionship between education and employment. These new programs 
included cooperative education, exemplary programs, curriculum de- 
velopment, and special proerrams for the dJ^idvanJaged. 

The Vocational Education Amendments of 1968 represented a new 
approach for the expenditure of Federal funds. Requirements for sep- 
arate matching purpose-bv-purpose under the Vocational Education 
Act of 1963 were removed. Taken as a whole, the Smith-HugheiJ Act, 
the George-Barden Act, and the Vocational Education Act of 1963 
specified 23 purposes* each requiring separate accounting and match- 
ing. In addition, within these 23 categories there were four percentage 
expenditure requirements under the six* major purposes of the Act, 
each of which required a separate matching by purpose. The 1968 
amendments consolidated all of tliese separate matching programs into 
one overall Statewide matching program. The George-Barden Act was 
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repealed and the Smith-Hughes Act wos incorporated as a permanent 
authority under the Vocational Education Act of 1963. 

The purDose of this consolidation was twofold. First, it allo\v;ed more 
flexibility by permitting State boards of vocational education to ini- 
tiate new programs by investing up to 100 nercent in a single liew pro- 
gram. School districts and other areas of the State could then absorb 
the differences, or the State could provide the funds where the local 
school district could not afford the matching dollars. Under the 1963 
Act, economically depressed local districts -were unable to start new 
programs because they did not have dollar-for-dollar matching cash 
in hand. Second, the 1968 amendments could help large cities and local' 
educational agencies to use Statewide funds for local and city matching 
recmirements. 

The 1968 amendments created^ State advisory councils in order to 
. provide greater participation of a broad sp^trum of prsons interested 
, in vocational education in the planning and evaluation of State voca- 
tional education programs. Federal support for construction of area 
vocational education schools and work-study programs were also ex- 
tended by these amendments. 

Since the passage of the 1968 amendments^ legislative action on voca- 
tional education programs has been limited to simple extensions of the 
programs established and extended by the 1968 amendments, technical 
amendments, and the establishment of a new bilingual vocational train- 
ing program for incorporation into the schools and for the training 
of persons with limited English-speaking ability. This program was 
adopted in the Education Amendments of 1974, F.L. 93--380. 

Introduction 

Witness ijifter witness acknowledged the positive impact which the 
Vocational p]ducation Act of .1963, as amended, has made on national 
and State vocational education programa 

Samuel Barrett, State Director of Vocational Education for the 
State of California, in his statement made before the Subcommittee 
on Education, described it this way : 

The Vocational Education Act of 1963 and the Amend- 
ments? of 1968 have proven to be sound legislation which has " 
stimulat<^d the expansion of vocational education across the 
Nation. . . . Tn California, Federal vocational education funds 
have played a major catalytic role and have been key to the 
phenomenal growth of vocational education programs in the 
past decade. ... . 

There are several ways the impact of the Federal vocational educa-^ 
tion programs can l)e identified and described, i.e.,,gTOwth in enroll- 
ments in vocational programs at all levels of education ; increases in 
expendituresj^t the Federal, State, arid local levels for vocational edu- 
cation programs, including special needs target groups; growth in the 
number of institutions offering vocational education courses; and the 
expansion of programs in training students "for occupational areas. 




Experulitures.-Tota] Federal, State, and local expenditures for vo- 
catioI^ul education programs increased more than 1,^5 P«««^^f;;°^ 
1965 to 1973, exceeding $3 billion in 1974. There has been a 86 percent

^PART A — STA^TE vocational EDUCATION PROGRAMS 

^^Btatemenf of Purpose '- ' r i -n- 1 f 

The statement of purpose of the rewritten Vocational 
Vet is revised to reflect the hew emphasis of the Committee bill. First, 
a major purpose of the basic State program is to improve State plan- 
niuL' in tlie u.so of all available resources for vocational education, by 
involvement of a wide 'range of agencies and individuals concerned 
with education and training in the. State iii the development of the 
States plan. Te.stimonv before the Committee repeatedly stressed the 
need for compn-fiensiv-e planning 'of vftcational programs to m^et the 
needs of tlie people of a State for education and trainings and to avoid^ 
uiuieccssarv overlap iukI duplication of programs. \. ' 

The pnrpo'* of tlie part is also to make Federal grants to States 
to enable tliem to extend, improve, and, wliere necessary, maintain ex- 
i'^tiuK programs of vocational education. There was much testimony 
befon> the Committee concerning the proper role of Federal assistance 
to vocational education. Representatives of the General Accounting 
Office criticized .some States' ti.se of Federal funds as strictly main- 
taining existing vocational programs, rather than beinsr used , on the 
' "cutting edge" for the development of new programs. Stat^' directors 
(■f vocational education defended the use of Federal funds to maintain 



on-going programs, since in many area§ such programs are'the* prime 
reason gitidtiates are.able to had employ luent. The office of Eilucation 
condiictiHl a siirvi^y concerning t\\B extent of State«' use of funds for 
nmintenance of i)ix)gninis, as opposed to extension 6r improvement 
of voioit^pnalcurrrcula. , 

'^M staU«mont of purpose, as adopted by the Committee, takeK a 
middle-grt)und position on the issue. While the bifi as a whole stresses 
the use of Federal funds as a catalyst for development of new pro- 
grams States and localities would otherwise not In? able to attord. ' 
it also recognizes that there may oftdn be situations in which use of 
Federal assistance to support on-going prognims is fnlly justified. 

The phrase "where at^ce-ssai-y" is intended to convey this dichotomy. 
Tho determination of necessity is to bv niade by appropriate State 
and local oHicials. The phnisjc is not intended to^authorize the Com- 
missioner of Education to apply a 4ri(t litnuis test of absolute 
necessity before an on-going program can l)e funded. However, it is 
intended ti) encourage States to use their limited aiyount of Fedeml 
funds to invest in the often-expensive start-up costs of new programs. 

The statement of purpose is also expanded to include the develop- 
ment and carrying out of pi;(igrams of vocational education designed 
to overcome sex discriminati^m and sex stcirotyping in all occupa- 
tions, including liomemaking. The purpose of such programs would 
l)e to furnish e(|UMl educational opportunity in vocational education 
lo pei>»ons of both sexes. There have l)een a number of studies con- 
^durted in ircent veal's concerning the extent of sex jjiscnmination 
and sex stereotyping in V(K*ational education programs. The provisions 
of title IX of the Education Amendments of 1972, prohibiting dis- 
<*rimination on the bayiK of sex in schoj)ls and programs receiving 
Federal assistance, will preclude continuation of discriminatory treat- 
ment of male ^nd female vocational st\identS.^The expansion of the 
purjiosr of thi' Vocational Education Act iwi'll make it clear that 
Federal fimds nuiy be used to assist local school districts in developing 
programs designed to niei't the requirements of title IX, as well as 
[)rograms to oviM'conie occupational sex stereoty[)ing. 

The remainder of the stateVuent of purpose remains unchanged 
from exisflng law. It lists tlu? wide range of individuals who nuiy be 
beneficiaries fn)nt I'Vderally-assisted vo(^)ttioual education programs — 
hiirh s( ho<>r <:radiiates and dropouts, .atfults who need training or 
retraining,, tliose with special educational hjin(licap>. and those en- 
rolled^in postse(M)n(lary institutions. This' "hiundry list" of eligible 
stU(hMit> is included in Hu» Comfnitlee bill to underscore the fact 
tl)nt V()(Nitional etliu^ation may be of significant benefit to persons of 
siib'i^yjtjallv- varyiJig* needn, uj$d is^ n^HMimited to certain institutions 
or ]eV(*}^ <|f education. ITowever, given the limited'amouht of Federar 
assistance avaihible. it is the Connnit tec's intent that Scarce dolbu-s 
will be first devoted to thvs<» with greatest needs. Certainly, the phrase* 
**of all ages in all eonmuinitics" is not intended to imply any per 
capi^ta distribution of Federal fimds throughout a State. 

Authon::atinn of A />pro/)nrrfio?K9 : f'HCfi of Funda 

Section \<>1 of the Coaimittee bilT authorizes $050 million for fiscal 
vear 107H, $750' million for fiscal vear 1970, $850 million for fiscal 
vear 1080, $050 million for'fiscal vear 1081, and $1 l)illi(m for fiscal 
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year 1082, for |zrant8 to Statcij to curry out vocational education 
programs. It auQiorizes an additional $70 million for Hscal year 1078, 
$80 million for Hscal year 1070, $00 million ^or fiscal year 1080, and 
$100 million tor each of the fiscal:. years 1081 and 1082, to carry out 
special programs (rcMmhur^ed at the rate of lOO per cent) for students 
in public aiul nonpublic schools who have academic, socio-economic 
or other handicaps that prevent them from succeeding in regular 
vocational programs. - 

In order to support national priority programs for persons with 
limited Knglish-speaking ability, tfie Lomnuttee bill authorizes $40 
million for each fiscal year between 1078 and 1082. ■ 

The section contains a separate authorization of appropriations to 
pay the Federal share of the cost of State administration of annual 
program plans. Existing law does not limit the amount of vocational 
education programs funds which can be retained at the State level to 
defray administrative expenses. The Committee bill does not impose 
a rigid limitation on the percentage of Federal fjinds a State niay 
devot© to State administration. However, it does require a specific 
appropriation for that purpose, rather than diverting money otherwise 
intended by the Congress to be used for actual educational expejises, 
and requires States t^ match the amount^s retained at the State level 
for administration, on a sliding scale as the new requirement phases 
in. 

Grants to States may be used for any program of vocational educa- 
tion (as redefined by the Act) ^described in the general application 
submitted by jhe State board for vocational education. Such uses inay 
specifically include construction of area vocational education fa<*ilitiGS. 
Although the Administration proposed elimination of construction as 
a reimbursable expense, their testimony before the Committer indi- 
cated that approximately.half of the States stil believe that area voca- 
ti(mal school construction is necessary to bring vocational exiucation 
to all areas pf the State. ^ 

Finally, sectfon 102 authorizes an annual appropriation of $5.1 mil- 
lion for the life of the bill, to enable States to establish or designate 
within the State board of vocational education or any appropriate 
State agency an office for women. This office would be charged with 
assisting the State Imard in fulfilling the purposes of the Act by : 

Taking necessary^action to create awarencvss 6f programs and activi- 
ties in vocational education designed to reduce sex steivotyping in 
, vocational education programs; 

Gathering, analyzing, and disseminating data on the status of nien 
and women studentxS and employees in the State's vocational education 
programs;^ \ 

Developing and supporting actions to carry out problems brought to 
the attention of the office throirffh its data collection activities; 

Reviewing the distribution oi gr/intxS by the State board, to assure 
that the needs and interests of women are addressedMn Federally- 
assisted fyrojectvS ; • 

ReViewing all vocational education programs in the State for sex 
biavS; 

Monitoring the implementation of laws prohibiting sex discrinuna- 
tion in all hiring, firing, and promotion prhcodures within tlie State^ 
related to vocational education ; 
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Reviewing and submitting recommendations concerning overcominc 
of sex stereotyping and sex bias in the annual program plan; 
. Assisting local educational agencies and. other interested parties in 
miprovmg vocational education opportunities for women; and 
• Developing an aiuiuar report on the status of women in vocational 
education programs in the State. « 

'iPP'opriated pursuant to this special authorization, 

Lnder oxistin^r, i^w, tljo authorization for the basic program of^ 
p'rtnts t() .States is a ponnanent one. The Committee bill provides for 
lonmnation of the authori'/ution for this pro^rrain in fiscal year 1982. 
at the same tune as the I't^st of fhe ilro^rrams authorized by the Act! 
1 he ( onnmttee took this action for several'reasons. 

First, it has been the (\)mmittQe\s experience that Federal, State, ^ 
and local i)ro;rrarn oflicials are mon^fUccountable for their adniinistrU- 
tiou of I^ederal funds when they imast periodically respond to the 
i on^rross for their performance, as part of the necessary {\)n^rressional 
oversi<r|it precechn^r reauthorization of pro^rrams. Oonvei-sely, less 
( onjrivs^ional attiMition may often^ he paid to a permanent pro^rram, 
\vho.se siiccesses have not been brou^'ht to the attention of the Com- 
nnttee as part of the reauthorization {process. 

In addition, the new (Vm^'essional Budget procedure, and related 
su^r^ro.stion^ for its injproveinent, encoura^re authorization of Fedeml 
|)ro^ri.a,„s for a limited term. This gives the (^ongress the opportunity 
to recousulcr its priorities in the light of its own budgetary- ceilings, 
and to njake edttcatcd ( hoices among competing? programs. 
^ The (\>mmittee does not believe that the five-year authorization 
tor the basic State vocational education program will weaken existing 
etforts at all. It is not in any way implied as a criticism of on-going 
vocational programs, biit instead' provides a clear time-table for fur- 
ther ('ongressi()nnl (U)nsideration of the contrilaitions of vocational 
e(hication and simf)lication of its administrative requiivments, 
AJIafmerifs A )non(j States 

The (\)mmittec l)ill does not change the basic formula by which 
vocational education funds are distributee! among the States. The 
fornuila, with its weighted allocations based on differing f^opula-tion 
age-gro!ips, seemed to have worked well, and the Committee saw no 
need to disnipt existing distributional patterns, - 

The one change made by the Committee in section 103 relates to 
the reservation of 5^5 million for transfer by tlie (^nnniissioner to the 
Secretnry of Labor for manpower studies. This provision has been part 
of the law for a number of yeare. In apparent violation of the face of 
the statiite^ theOllice of Education ha!=; not reserved and transfenvd 
the^ ftipds. Officials of the Office were unable to justify their actions 
before the Committee, althoiigh they agreed that the mandated trans- 
fer had not taken place. 

The Committee bill therefore rewrites this section to make it per- 
fectly clear that it is the intent of the Congress that the law be fol- 
lowed. The language says that the Commissioner "shall reserve and 
transfer" to the Secretary of Labor an amount not to exceed $5 mil- 
lion. The Conunittee intends that the Commissioner do just that, 

J . ■ . O il 
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Funds are to bo transferred between the Cabinet Departments upon 
mutually agreeable conditions. The Committee interprets this lan- 
guage to imply a contractual agreement between the Commissioner 
and the Seci-etary of Labor, Spelling out the terms and conditions 
upon which the transfer will be made. Obviously, the Commissi6ner ' 
must be satisfied with the terms of the agreement, tor, in tlie first in- 
stance, the money is appropriated to him. 

The Committee bill makes one other significant change in this 
*^provision. Existing law provides that the manpower studies to be car- 
rie4 out by the Secretary of Labor are to be "for the use and guidance 
of t^ederal. State, and local officials," as well as for advisory councils 
under the Act. This language appeared to the Committee to bo unclear 
in two i-espects: ' • j 

Who decided what was useful manpower information, and 

What Federal, State, and local officials were meiint ? 

The Committee bill clarifies both of these questions. First, it makes ^ 
it clear that the officials in question are education officials, not man- ' 
power traiiiing or business-related officials. Second, it explicitly states 
that the Secrejary of Labor is to make tlie studies upon the request of 
such officials. This will assure that the manpower data produced is 
actually of use to educators, rather than being tlie sort of data others 
predict might be useful in designing vocational education programs. 

State Planning Coinmhsic^ for Vocational Education 

Much of the testimony Iwjfore the Committee discussed the relative 
involvement of various institutions and levels of education in tlie plan- 
ning and development of vocational education programs. Existing law 
reserves 15 percent of the funds appropriated for the basic State pro- 
cram for vocational education for those persons who have completed 
or left high school. The Honorable Roman C. Pucinski, speaking on 
behalf of the NationabVdvisory Council on Vocational Education, rec- 
ommended increasing that minimum to 25 percent. Lowell A. Burkett, 
of the American Vocational Association, believed that^an increase to 
30 percent would adequately reflect the substantial rise in postsecon- 
darv vocational enrollment. But representatives of postsecondaiy as- 
sociations disagreed. John Tirrell of the American Assqciation of 
Community and Junior Colleges and Jerome Roschwalb of the Na- 
tional Association -of Stq^te Universities and Land Grant Colleges 
urffod a FederallvMnandated minimum of 40 percent of all funds tor 
postsecondarv education, with a possibility that, an additional 20 per- 
cent of the appropriation could also be devoted. to postsecondary 
vocational training. ^ ^ , ^ 

Yet threading through the testimony concerning mandatory ear-^ 
marks of State and local funds from the Federal level was the twin 
theme that improved broad-based planning was the solution to fetates 
problems of overlapping and duplicatory vocational education pro- 
crams. Comprehensive planning was a major component of 
drafted bv representatives of the American Vocational Association. 
Lack of such planning was cited by. the General Accounting Office as a 
maior reason for program overlap between secondary and postsecon- 
« dary, level programs or between vocational education and manpower 

training programs. . , • v ^ u Gf„f.. 

The Committee believes thatVomprehensive planning by each btate 
to meet its own unique needs makes much more sense than imposmon 
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of an arbitrary Federal percentage on each SWte. Fifteen percent of 
the funds ior.postsecondary vocational education may make a great 
deal of sense in one State; 40 percent-~or 70, for that matter--«ould 
meet the vocational training needs of another. The Committee decided 
that this should be a State's own decision to make for itself. 

The mechanism for such decision-making was udt immediately ap- 
parent, however, ln.46 States, the State board of education is charged 
only with elementary and secondary level education. When such State 
board also serves as the State board for vocational education, trjjidi- 
tionall^y- the sole State agency for administration of Federal vocational 
education jirograms, there is no means by which other educational 
interests within the State can huve their voices heard in decision- 
making alwut the contents of a States plan for vocational education. 
Seven States have separate State boanls for vocational education, 
giving rise to concerns that vocational education programs will not 
1)6. adequately C(K)rdinate(l Avith either secondary-leveT or postsecon- 
dar^V academic programs, 

Ihe conce-pt ot the State board of vocational education as the sole 
State agency mahdated by Federal law for the admmistration of voca- 
tional <'ducati{M! programs has4)een part of our Nation's traditjon since 
U>17. The (\)mmitt<'e decided that to reorganize existing StaSrboards; 
to make therii more reflective, in some States, of agencies and institu- 
tions subse(|nently created by the States to coordinate other types of 
education, was too dVastic a step to take to assure comprehensive plan- 
ning. Vet there was mineral consensus that such planning was badly 
needed ifra number ot States. 

The Committee bill compromises by providing that any State desir- 
ing to receive Federal vocational education fiinds ^shall designate of 
establish a State planning cwnmission for vocational education. This 
couiinis.-^ion shall be r(>siKmsible for the initial development and prep- 
aration of the t-wo plans m^nired'by the Act — the comprehei)sive state- 
wide l()ng-i'anji:e plan and the annual program plan for vocational 
e(hication. The comniission's function is strictly limited to planning. 
It has no adnjinistrative resf>onsibilities, o 

The membei^hip of the State planning commission is outlined in 
the Cominitt^^e bill. It shall include the following representatives of 
State agencies involved in vocational training : 

The State agency having responsibility for secondar;y' vocational 
education programs: - ' 

The State agency having responsibility for post-secondan^ vpca- 
tional education programs; 

The State agency having responsibility for community and junior 
colleges; 

The State agency having responsibility for institutions of higher 
ediK'ntion in the State; and 

A local prime sponsor member of the State Manpower Services 
Council appointed pursuant to the Comprehensive Emplpyment and 
Training .Vet of lOT.*). ^ 

Two tilings are important al)Out these members of the State plan- 
ning commission : First, each of the agencies enumerated is to be rep-, 
resented on the commiSvsion <*)nly if i (/already exist.s in the State, pur- 
suant to State law or regulation, a.s a separate agency. This nieans that 
if there is a separate State agency for four-year institutions of higher 
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education and another .one for community colleges, both an?, to hiive 
representation on the ^)lanning commission. If a single agency has 
authority over postsecondaiy education, a single representative is 
mandat<?d. ji 

Similarly, if the State board for vocational education has cradle-to- . 
grave responsibility, as it 4oes in Rhode Island or New lork, addi- 
tional members of the State planning coinmission are not required for 
the sub-areas of interests On the other hand, if a separate btat« board 
for vocational education has responsibility for nostsecondary yoca- 
tiorifll education, as it does in Wisconsin, then that board should be 
represented on the planning commission, along with secondary-level 
Vocational representation and higher education repfesegtation. 

It is not the intention of the Committee to require any Statato create 
anv new agency to deal with a single level of education. It is similarly 
not the intention of the Committee to provide for multiple repre^senta- 
tion of a single State agency, in order to "stack" the membership ot 
•the commission. What the Committee seeks is honest representation 
"of whatever agencies a State itself has decided to create as part of its 
" own governance structure of education. ^ ^ 

Second these agency representatives are to. be designated by the 
atrencies themselves. This will take care of any uncertainty as to the 
■ relevant State law for appointment of members of State comniissions. 
It will also assure that each concerned agency is able to appoint its 
strongest advocate to participate in the planning process. 

There has been much discussion concerning the advisability ot a 
State planning commission made up of lay members of various btat» 
boards of education and regents, as opposed to a commission composed 
of professional educators who head or work for such boards. The 
lancuace of tlie Committee bill is intended toijive States the greatest 
possible leewav }ti deciding on the make-up 6f the plannmg commis- 
sion, since each agency would be aWe to designate its own representa- 

*'7a addition, the State planning t:ommission would be required to 
have the following additional members: 

A i-epresentative of a local school board or committee; 

A representative of vocational education teachers; 

A representative of local school administrators ; and 

One representative each of business, industry, labor, agriculture, 

and the general public. . j i. i.„ 

. Each of these representatives will be appointed pursuant to the 
applicable State law. Of course, the list contained in the £"mmittce 
hill are merelv a minimum mandatory- membership of the fetate plan- 
ning commission. Other members may also be appointed, in the dis- 
cretion of the State, to a.ssurc that the widest possible participation in 
the planning process is achieved. . . . 

If the membership of the State board for /vocational education al- 
readv nieets tlie meml)ership requirements of the State planning com- 
mission, that board shall be entitled to serve as the planning commis- 
sion. Xo additional planning body will be required to be Created by 
the Committee bill. However, in order to assure that vocational educa- 
tion does not become completely divorced from other educational 
curricula, the Committee bill requires that in that case such fetate 
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boarff^hall develop procedures to assure coordination between such 
prof^rams. , 

According to' Pro}(*ct Baseline^ in ID' States a single individual is 
responsible for writiii<i^ the State plan. In onl^- two States did the 
Stute Advisory Council for Vocational Education take part in actu- 
ally developing the State plan. In one of these, the Advisory Council 
and tJie State hoard had separate State plan writing committees, in 
the other, the Advisory Council particip(ited as part of a committee, 
headed by the State diiector of vocational education. 'Obviously, much 
wider participation in development of a State's plan for expenditure 
of its Federal funds is desperately needed. The planning commission 
provides the mechanism. 

In many States, the various State' agencies invqlved in vocational 
^education are already substantially involved in yocationaf education 
planning. In such instances, the creation of additional agency at the 
State level would only lead to one more unnecessary agency. For that 
reason, the Committee bill provides that, if each State agency involved 
in tlie Stute phuining coirunission certificates to the Commissioner of 
E.ducation that it has had an opportunity to be a direct and active par- 
ticipant in the development, preparation, implementation, and evalua- 
tion of the comprehensive ^atewide long-range plan and the annual 
program plan, the Commissioner shall waive the requirement for the 
plaiining coirunission, ou a finding that the Act's purposes are substan- 
tially fulfilled. This provision should allow a number of States already 
engaging in broadly-based pljanning for vocational programs to make 
sucli certification to the Commissioner. Upon the Commissioner's ap- 
I)roval of the certification, the State hoard for vocational education is 
ifiuthorized to carry out the JE unctions of the Act otherwise vested in 
the planning commission. 

Tinder the Committee bill, the planning commission is authorized 
to'hire professional,j clerical, and technical personnel to carry out its 
functions, if it deems it necessary to obtain ilndependent staff. In order 
to support this activity, the bill authorizes the commission to use 
percent of its basic Federal funds, but not less than $150,000 nor more 
than $500,000 for each fiscal year, to pay the cost of its planning 
activities. " ' • 

State Advisory Conncih (m Vocational Education 

The {^onunittee hill continues the requirement in existing law that, 
to participate in the Federal vocational education program, a State 
must have a State advisory council. The bill clarifies the membership 
mandated for this (•ouncil, to a.ssure the broadest possible public rep- 
resentation. In addition, some aclditional members are added. These 
include a pei*son representative of the vocational needs and problems 
of agriculture, a r*el)res(»ntative of vocational guidance and counseling 
services, a representative of State correctional institutions, and a rep- 
resentative of vocatidftal education students. 

The agricultural represeat^itive was added to the State advisory 
council to add a balance to its other public membership,' which includes 
management and labor. The guidance and counseling representative 
reflects the increased emphasis on vocational guidance and counseling 
which runs throughout the Committee bill. The correctional repre- 
sentative was added to the advisory council after testimony before the 
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Committee tliat existing vocational education efforts m penal institu- 
.tioiis-are wholly inadequate. Our nation's ,rat^^f i-ecidivisni is appall- 
infz, vet if a prisoner is not given a marketable skill during his im- 
prisomnent, it seems likely that he will more pi-obably again resort to 
crime. It hardly makes sense that inmate^ ai^ only taught to make 
^ license plates, when the only place that skill can be exercised is in 
prison ^ Hopefully, addition of a correctional institution representa- 
tive to the titate advisory cQuncil will result in increased attention to 
the problem of vocational education in penal institutions. 1 inally, a 
student member of the advisory council adds th<^ consumer of voca- 
tional education's \oice to the" advice given the planning commission 
and State board. I r * ^ j ^ 

The Conmiiltee bill prpvides that members of the btale advisory 
council mav not represent more than one of the mandated categories. 
This will prevent members from ^Vearing more than one hat, and will^ 
make it easier determine th^t all required interests are represented. 
The bil4-ulso requires that in making the appointments, the Governor 
or State board of education shalljnsure that there is appropriate rep- 
rescmtation of both sexes, racial and ethnic minorities, find the venous 
freographic regions of the State, This will assure the widest possible 
represejitation of varying views concerning the proper direction a 
* State's vocational education program should take. 

The State advisor\- councils role to advise the St^te planning 
^ commission in the development of the; comprehensive statewide long- 
range plan and the annual program plan for vocational education and 
to' advise the Stnte board'on policy matters arisiui? out of the admin- 
istration of programs. While this rOle is strictly advisory— the council 
is not given a veto power over the planning commission or the State 
board— the Committee intends that the advice be given serious con- 
sideration. This has not always been^true in the rnist.^ . • , ^ 
Th<? General XccounCing Office found, ii^^the States it visited that 
"Stata councils were aware of, and had rqpfcrted on, many significant 
problems in vocational education. However, most >Vere not satisfied 
with the degree of attention State agencies were giving to solution of 
these problems." Some advisory council reports contain a litany of 
v^omplaints that previous years' suggestions had been totally. ignored. 
The Committee urges State planning commissions and State boards 
to pav serious attention to the advice of the councils, and to indicate, 
as part of the planning or admjnistrative.process, how such advice was 

taken or why it was rejected. . 

The State advisory council is also responsible for evaluating voca- 
tional education programs and publishing and distribiitingthe results. 
"Again, results have been. uneven. The General Accounting Office report 
quotes the Office of Education's Deputy CommissioneT for Occupa- 
tional and Adult Education as having characterize<l Stat<5 advisory 
council evaluations as "imprecise, unscientific, invalid, and lacking a 
necessary amount of rigor." These are harsh wordsHtde^d. , 
In some instances, the criticism, may be unduly harsh, for the in*- 
adequacy of a State council's evaluation may not be totally the fan It of 
the council Some State councils are strongly independent of the State 
board for vocational education, controlling their ojvn staffing, travel, 
and activities. Unfortunately, in other States councils may not have 
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this autonomy. Council represent atiy(^ have indicated that in some 
States the State director of vocational education refuses to allow the 
advisory council to perform evaluations at less than a State-wide level. 
This precludes any meaningful evaluation of a specific vocational pro- 
gram of a local educational agency or training institution., Aggregac- 
mg data at the State level can only fuzz analysis of program strengths 
and weaknesses, defeating the purpose of evaluation. 
, The Committee urges t^at State advisory councils be given access 
to the data necessary foir^.0iiem to undertake evaluations which will 
useful to decision- makers. „These councils are intended to be an inde- 
pendent voice in vocational education, not a mere extension of the 
program's administrators. 

It has been suggested that the State advisory council could serve the 
function of the State planning commission, rather than creating a new 
body to engage in planning. The Committee bill doe§ not do this, for 
a number of reasons. . ^ 

First, the membership* of the two bodies is substantiallydirfer^nt. 
The State planning commission is composed of public officials and 
public memoers. The secondary-level vocational education representa- 
tivevis a State official — either a member of the State board of ^ucation 
or vocational education (as the case may be) or some other official,' such 
as the Chief State School Officer. He is not a representative of a specific 
secondai7-leyel Vocational ed^ication progtam conducted by a local 
educational agency or areafiJvocational education school. Similarly, a 
postsecondary vocational education representative might be a member 
of the State's Board of Regents or its Chancellor for Higher Educa- . 
tion. Again, this representative does not represent tHe views of only a 
single postsecondary institution. 

The State advisory counci]^on the other hand, represents the con- 
sumers of voca£l9nal education — students; school systems; special 
groups such as the disadvantaged, handicapped, and persons of limited 
English-speaking ability; individual colleges^ technical schools, and 
area schools. 

The rationale of the Committee bill* is that State officials, not repre- 
sentatives of individual institutions and interests, should be respon- 
sible for the basic planning upon which allocation of nearly half a 
billion dollars in Federal funds takes place. The intcrevSts of. the presi- 
dent of institution "A" may in no way reflect the needs of institution 
'^B ;" a State official would have a broader vieV of the iieeds-of institu- 
tions across the StaJe. 

As discussed above, the performance of State advisory councils in 
the tasks mandated by existing law has bo.cn extremely spotty. As 
the (jenenil Accounting Office has noted, the councils "have partici- 
pated, in varying degrees, in evaluatmg vocational education pro- 
grams, but have not served in ajriy primary capacity in planning for 
the comprehensive provision of vocational education ^evvicvs?' Project 
/imf7h^\<f study of Vocational Education Planning in the United' 
States bears out the finding that Stafo advisory councils have had vir- 
tually no experience in planni^ng for vocational education: 

The State Advisory Council for Vocational Education had part of 
the responsibility for actually writing the" State Plan in only two 
States. In one of the^e, the Advisory Council and the State Depart- 
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ment ha'd separate^ State Plan Writing Committees. In the other, 
the Advisory Council participated in tiie writmg along watii admmis- 
trative assist aAts and a State committee of thirty members, coordinateci 
by the. State Director. ' 
Comp^ehemivc Statewide Long-Range'P^^^^ 

Existing law requires the submission of an annual State plan con- 
tainiiig a wide range of information, hicluding long-range planning, 
an annual plan, the policies and procedures the«btate riitends to loilow 
in distributing funds to local educational agencies, teacher ceitihca- 
tion requirements, and "boilerplate^^ provisions concerning fiscal man- 
agement. It was repeatedly stressed to the Committee that tlie docu- 
ment submitted by tlie States was not a planning document, but rather 
was a -compliances^ document. By this, witnesses meant that the mate- 
rialg submitted were the paperwork necessary to comply with the face 
of the statute, but did not reflect the planning effort undertaken by 
the State to determine its vocational education program for the year, 
. or the basis of such a determination. ^ hoa u 

As a result, the plans submitted pursuant to the 1968 Act nave ; 
been useful to no one, in most cases. Since they are "compliance dodi- 
ments"''rather than actual planning documents, they are of little hj^lp 
to the State or local vocational educator in making program decisidns. 
Since they provide little evidence of the bases of a State s decisions 
concerning fund distribution, they give the Commissioner of Educa- 
tion little ground to disapprove— or approve— them. 

As a result, a mound of paper is required to be prepared at the 
State level and transmitted, through the Office of Education regional 
offices, to Washington. The Committee bill seeks to cut down sub- 
stantially on this unnecessury 'papei; Aqw. . - ^ 

The Committee bill divides existing planning requirements into 
three different types. General assurances— the "boilerplate adminis- 
trative provisions— arp made once and kept on file with the Commis- 
sioner.^ A long-range plan is made only once. Only the most stream- 
lined planning document is required to be SubmittM annually tor 

^^ThTcomprehensive statewide long-range plan is developed by the 
State planning commission, covering a 4^6 year period. This plan is 
transmitted to the State board which, if it approves the plan, sends 
it to the Commissioner of Education. Hp does not have authority to 
disapprove this plan. The Committee believed that a State « l^ng-range 
vocational education goals should be developed by the State ^ett, 
and should not be subject'to second-guessing from a Federal. otticial. 
•%The plan developed by the State sets forth the overall manpower 
and vocational education goals which the State intends to achieve 
during the 4-6 year period, including specific descriptions ot the 
planned use of Fedeiiil, State, and local vocational education funds 
for'eaoli year, in order that the stated goals may be achieved. In using 
the term' "specific;' the Committee intends, that a rule of reason be 
applied. Obviously, a State cannot be required to project the expendi- 
ture of every vocational education dollar over a six-year period. Un 
vthe otK^hand, vague descriptions of the "policies and procedures 
Nh^^ite intends to employ in making decisions at some unstated 
future date would not be sufficiently specific to constitute a real plaij. 
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WhiS 'rXrfh ^T'"'""" ^ comprehensive planning document 
Jrj»<^h Teflects 4 State's assessment of its needs for vocational educa-

Specifical^, the Committee bill calls for an, assessment of needs 
f^y.inf "' fePo^er, together with actual and projected vocational- 
education enh>Uinent and enrollment in other training programs. In 
addition, a State^^tiQuld^ess its existing capabilities and faeiliti^s 

f^LP'i"'' ^"^/u''''*^^^^^^^^'^'******'"' including an assessment of the 
' special needs of handicapped persons, the disadvantaged, and persons 
of limited English-speaking ability, together with the need for voca- 
. tional education and the resources necessary to meet that need. 

Ihe plan should give careful consideration to the most effective 
means of utilizing all existing institutions capable of carrying out 
vocational progi'ams.- By "all existing institutions," the Committee 
means institutions, such as public and private community and iunior 
colleges, four-year colleges and-their branches, proprietary schools, 
manpower skill centers, and technical institutes, which may not have 
tradionally been deeply involved in vocational education, as well 
as the more traditional secondary school or area vocational school. 
In addition, by listing such institutions, the Committee does'not mean 
to exclude nontraditional educational settings, such as etaploygr-based 
sites or classrooms without walls." The Committee w6ufd encourage 
btates, in assessing available facilities, to examine as wide as possible 
a range of facilities which might be useful in providing high quality 
vocational education. a b i j 

Tl^ comprehensive pining process also would include the devel- 
opmWt of general ppCTcedures for delegation of the responsibilities 
for implementation/of vocational .education programs within the 
State f 1 'om the Stat/board to other State agencies. As discussed earlier, 
the planning comrhission would ftave no administrative re^onsibili- 
ties. However, thGTCommittee bill allows delegation of administrative 
responsibilities fifcm the State board to other agencies', if the State 
so chooses. \ 

The delegation Aould take various forms— memorandum of agree- 
ment, contract between two agencies, or mere delegation of certain 
admiriistralive fun^jions. The comprehei^sive plan will spell out the 
procedures the State intends to employ for such delegation if it takes 
place, 

The Oommittei^ believes that such delegation may, in certain in- 
stances, improve the quality of vocational ediifcation programs. A num- 
ber of State boards of vocational education have entered into agree- 
ments with their companion higher education boards whereby the 
latter administer the postsecondary vocational education funds. Under 
the letter of existing law, such agreements could be the subject of an 
audit exception. The Committee bill would allow these agreements 
to be undertaken. 

The list of State agencies to which delegation is possible is necessary 
because of the widely varying way the States ha.ve chosen to organize 
their education systems. In forty-six States, the State board of educa- 
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tion is responsible only for elementary and secondary level educati6n. 
Jlost of these States have separate boards of i^f^ents for higher educa- 
tion, and in some cases separate boards for community colleges. In 
seven States, the State board for vocational education is separate from 
^ the State board of education. This leads to other administrative ar- 
rangements. In Wisconsin, for e.xample, the State board vocational 
education administer postsecondary vocational education programs 
and contracts with the >>tate superintendent of education for the con- 
duct of secondary-level programs, pursuant to policies set by the State 
V board for vocatiijjial education. The Qommittee bill is desipjn^d to 
al|lo\v each Statei to make its own delegation decisions, based on its own 
structure and its own determinations concerning what is be»t fw voca- 
tional educat ion within that State. 

One of the major failings in the field of vocational edu^'ation which 
has hampered the Committee's investigation of the field is the inade- 
quacy of data available. Definitions are not standard from State-to- 
State, so no accurate comparisons can be made. The Office of Educa- 
tion tends to collect only those data it needs to perform its basic func-" 
tions under the Act. Even so, for a number of years, data on race and 
sex of vocational enrollees have not been cpllected. And labor market 
data is not available on a small enough^base to be useful to vocational 
educators in their planning. 

For these reasons, one key element of the comprehensive plan would 
be the development of procedwes for continuous planningjind evalu- 
ation, including the regular collection of data, to be available to. all 
parties in the State to whom it wo.uld be of interest, A solid data base 
will give.a State a basis for program evaluation. Evaluation will, hope- 
fully, lead to^iniprovTment in pro-am quality. Both data and evalu- 
ation can> result in improved planning cafmbility. 

Finally, part of the comprehensive Statewide long-range plan must 
be the development of criteria for <:oordinating manpowei^ training 
'programs conducted under the Comprehensive Emplovment and 
' Training Act of 1963 with vocational education programs. Often the 
training off ered, and tfie potential sthdents, differ l)etween these two 
programs, but in a number of instances t)mve is a strong potential for, 
1 otenap. Unless these is a mechanism established for coordination be- 
^ tween vocational educators and manpower prime sponsors, unneces- 
sary duplication*^of programs can take place. With regular communi- 
cation between various agencies concerned with education and 
training, vocational educators can increase their impact on manpower 
traininsr programs through sharinf^ their expertise. 

As Mary L. Ellis, President of the American Vocational Associa- 
tion, testified before the Committee: . . comprehensive planning is 
the key to the*future of vocational education. Duplication of effort, 
splintering of interest and uncoordinated \ise of resources are detri- 
mental to the interest of the Nation." 

General AppHcation ^ ^ 

Jrnder existing law, a State must annually submit. a Stat^plan tothe^ 
Commissioner of Education for his approval. This plan *hfUK3t, by 
statute, contain certain assurances concerning the State's proposed 
basis for distribution of vocational education funds and its procedures 
for approving local educatipnal agency applications. In addition, the 
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State plan must set forth in detail the minimum qualifications for 
teachers supervisoi-s, feacher-traiiiers, and other vocational education 
personnel in the Mate. Finally, the plan must contain certiiin "boiler- 
plate provisions concerning tiscal control of Federal funds and assur- 
ances that i^ederal funds will supnlement rather than supplant State 
and local vocational education fuitus. . 

The net result of all these lequiteinemsls that a tremendous amount 
of unnecessary paper flows into Washington aunually-^paper which 
takes himdivds ot nian-houi^ to prepare and which is of little practical 
use to pro^rram administrators at the State or Federal level. Indeed, 
the ommittee has serious doubts that any emplovee of the Bureau of 
•Occupational and A(hilt Education even reads 'this material, other 
than to assure-that all the blanks ai^ filled in. 

Section 434 of the General Education Provisions Act, added by the 
Education-Amendments c^f 1974, sought to reduce the flow of unneces- 
saav paperwork by providing for a single application from a State 
educational agency to the Commissioner, to remain on file. This gen- 
eral application covered certain common elements of applications for 
federal educational aid— proper and efficient administration ^fiscal 
nmtrol and fund accounting procedures; reporting; and provision that: 
l^cderal funds will not supplant non-Federal funds for education. 

This provision represented n first step, in reducing Federal paper- 
work. However, in the vocational education field it was not always 
successful. Section 4^4 only applies to programs administered by the 
State educational agency. In seven States the State board for voca- 
tional education is separate from the State educational agency. In 
^ assurances had to ccji^jthjue Xo be made annually. 

The Committoe bill builds upon thi^ first step to decrease substan- 
tially the amount of paper whjch niukt be submitted annually. The bill 
provides for a single general application, to be made by the State board 
for vocational educittjon^.to be submitted Ui the Commissioner, to be 
modified as necessary. This general application will cover a wide 
range of assurances: « ^ ^ 

That the State will provide for necessary methods of administration 
to assure proper and efficient administration of thj^ Act, including 
Jiny delegating of responsibilities pursuant to the methods outlined 
in the eomprehensive Statewide long-range plan; 

That, the State will establisli or de^signate an office for women;- 

That the State will provide for fiscal control and* fund accounting 
procechiresto assui^e properdisbjiirsement of Federal funds;- 

That Federal funds will swppjenjent, and, where practical, increase 
the amount of- State and local funds available .for vocational educa- 
tion, and in no case sMtnt)Jant suchvfunds ; v 

That the State will make such reports as the Commissioner deems 
necessary. ^ 

In additif)n to these ''housekeeping'" asHiirances' the general applica- 
tion will also contain 'substantive information concerning the methods 
the State \xmvi\ int<^nds to use in implementing the law. The first such 
assuftjinee dcTils with distribution of funds to eligible applicants, on 
the basis of annual applications: plxisfing law is written in terms^of 
.'•applications from local educational agencies,'\vet information avaiU

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Existing law prohibits the allocution of funds among eligible appli- 
cants i.s a manner which fails to take into account the statutpigr trf- 
teria for allocation, such a.s thq matching of local expenditures at a 
uniform peiVentage ratio. The purpose ot such a provisiofi was to re- 

Juire ^itate lK)ards to take into account tlie i-elative needs of applicants 
or Federal fundii, and^their relative ability U» match huch funds, in 
relation to other applic3k)ts within the State. Despite this provision, a 
• number o.f States allocates funds among school districts on the basis 
of a flat formula, without taking relative need or ability to pay into 
account, 

^rite Committee bill, therefore, seeks to spoil out this requirement in 
even moi-e explicit terms. One of the assurances required as part of the 
general application is that funds will not be distributed on the basis 
of per capita enrollment or through the matching of local expendi- 
tures on a percentage bai>is. The Committee expects the Office of Edu- 
cation to diligent in enforcing this provision, as otherwise the 
priorities expressed by the,bill will be negated. 

Tlie ( onnnittee bill alKO piwides that no. recipient will be denied 
Federal funding for the establishment of new vocational education 
prograuLS solely because of its inability to pay the non-Federal share 
to the cost of mounting such programs. 

The overall njatching requirement of the Committee bill remains 
5(^.50 Federal/btate and local funds, as in existing law. However, 
across the country, the^ a\'erage matching ratio isT) State and local 
dollaiN to each Federal dollar. A State s matcliing ratio is therefore 
not called into qtiestion in the establishment of a new and innovative 
program with 100 percent Federal funding. And a poor district, which 
cannot afford to raise adxlitional funds to match a proposed Federal 
'expenditure, cannot be required to do so, under the Committee bill, 
as a precojulition of approval of its application. This provision is in- 
tended to'put poor districts and institutions on the same footing as the 
more aflluent ones, in nuiking their applications for new Federal funds. 

Fhe general application, under the Committee bill, nnist provide as- 
surance that any eligible ivcipient dissatisfied with final action of the 
State board with respect to' its application for funds shall be given 
reasonable notice and oppoi-tunit y for a liearing. This provision is con- 
tained in existing law. It nnist be included only once, under the Com- 
mittee bill, rather than beinp pait of a yearly plan. 
^ Finally, the general application must provide assurances that,' with 
some exceptions, funds will not be used for any program of vocational 
education which does npt pr(^pare students for employment, prepare 
individuals for successful completion of such a/program, or be of 
significant a>sistnnc(\ to enrollees in making an informed and meaning- 
ful ori'upationaj choice as an integral part of a program of orientation 
and pn^paratioiK This means that all funds must be u.sed to provide 
actual vocatit)nal education, as redefined by the Committee bill. The 
language of the Committee bill is, liowever, broad enough to allow 
funding of industrial a rts- programs, as provi^^d by existing law, as 
well as vocational guidance and counseling programs* 

The specific exem{)tions fmm this emplovment-related requirement- 
relate to those portions of the Committee bill ancillary to direct voca- 
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tional .traininc— personnel training, renovation, and homemaking. 
While the end result of such nrogiTinis is improved v(M;ational educa- 
tion or other occupational skills, they dp not directly prepare voca- 
tional students for employment, as assist in such preparation. All 
other expenditures of funds under the (\)nmnttee bill should l)e di- 
rected toward these ends. . . > J- 

The (^mmittec hill forbids the Comnnssioner from disan)roving 
a general application which meets these assurances. If the Commis- 
sioner intends to disapprove such a general application he must first 
give the State board reasonable notice of such intent, and the oppor- 
tunity for a hearing. , 1- »• „ :„ 
The Committee wishes to underline that the general application is 
filed by the State board for vocational education, and is solely its- 
responsibility. This is consistent with a theme which runs throughout 
the Committee bill— that the only State agency which deals directly 
with the Commissioner of Education is the State board for a voca- 
tional education. Even in instances when the State planning com- 
mission is initially re9i)onsible for developing a comprehensive or 
annual plan, the transmission of such plan to the Federal government, 
and the final approval- of such plan before if is sent to the Com- 
missioner, is in the hands of the State board. It is this board, and 
this l)oar(l alone, which is accountable to the Conunissioner for a 
State's e.\i)cnditnre of PYderal vocational education funds. 

Annual Program. Plan t. • u • 

The third part of a State's application, and the only one whicii is 
submitted to the (\>mmissi()ner each year for liis approval, is the an- 
nual program plan. This plan is developed l,y the .state planning 
commission which submits it to the State l>oard for its approval IMie 
State board then suhmUs tjic plan to the (Commissioner, who sliall ap- 
prove it if he makes certain findings : . , , . 1- 

That it was prepared in consultation with the State iidvisoiy coun- 
cil. The Committee hill provides 4hat the adviso.T council must be 
"actively involved in the development" of the plan. The Committee 
intends 'this to mean that advisory councils must bo more intmiately 
involved in phm development tlyin is currently the case. Advisory 
council development than is currently the ca.se. A.lvisory council 
memlH>rs have m.licatcl that too often the councils are presented with 
a t.rintcd. vohiminous State plan which is imminently due for sub- 
mission to the Commissioner, and are expected to rul)lH>r-^tamp the 
."^tate board's .leci-ions. The Committee .Iocs not <-<>nsider this suf- 
ficient involvement of the State advisory com.cil which is '.ntended 
to serve n real advisory function. The language of the Committee b 11 
is inten.led to un.leuseore the coii.:ept that the mvolvement must he 
real, and to serve notice tliat the Commissioner is *»xpect^-d to monitor 
State activity to be sure that it is,^ , . cw„ „A 

Some witne>ses before the Committee ursred that the State ad- 
visory councils he given a veto power over the_State plan The Com- 
mitteo did not take such a drastic step at this t.n.e. l.el.eving that 
the ultimate decisions concerning State expenditures of f;!'''l^;l""'';* 
be made by State officials. However, in mandating the erention of State 
. ad?i^H-y councils, the Committee (lid not intend to cre.ite another 
layer of hurcaucracy wliich has negligible impact on program' deci- 
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sions. Stato olBrials should wei^rh carefully. the advice of their State 
tx)ttncild, and involve them in the actual development of the anniial 
program plan. 

That it rctliHrts coordination with State manpower activities, thrOuffh 
consultation with the State Manpower Servici*?s (\)uncir This re(iuii%. 
mwit IS iX)nsistent with one of the major themes of the (ominittee 
biU— Uiat thert> needs to be inci-oased coordination l)et ween vocational 
education an(l manpower trainin^,^ The (Commissioner of Education 
recently has, by re^ruhuion, miuired such involvement of the Man- 
power Ser^Mces (^ouncil, althoujrh the le^l basis for his authority for 
imposin^r such a mpiiiTinent is questionable at l)est. The (^ommittee 
bill would provide the necessary authority for requirinc such 
coordination. ^ b ^ 

That it ivflects participation of local advisory councils repi-esentinc 
business lalK)r, and community interests. A member of witness^ 
)efore the ( ommittee, includin^r James Reid, State director of voca- 
tiona educution for the State 'of Marvland and Pi-esident of the Na- 
tional Association of Stat^> Diiwtorsof Vocational Education stressed 
the positiveVontributions of local advi.sorv counfils in developincr local 
pro^n-ams of vocational education and in providing? a strong local base 
of support for such pro-ams. 

The (^)mmittee' bill is silent concerninfr the appointment or com- 
position of such local advisory councils. Ii()weVer, it stron^^ly believes 
that such councils can be of si^ificant impact in determining .the 
. success of vocational pro^rranis, and therefore has made the creation 
'Of such councils an inte/^^ral part of each eli^rthle recipient's activity, 
the sum of Avhich participation is reflected in the overall annual State 
pro^jram plan. 

Xhat it sets forth in reasonable detail the proposed distribution of 
Federal funds ainon^r eligible applicants, while analyzing that dis- 
tribution in relation. to the comprehensive plan and the priorities set 
forth i)ii the general applicati(m. The comprehensive long-range plan 
is the blueprint for a State's effort in vocational education. .The an- 
nual plan is the measure of a State's progress in meeting the expressed 
needs and goals of the long-range plan. - 

Existing law speaks in terms of "policies and procedures" for al- 
locating Federal funds, but mo.st State plans do not provide sufficient 
detail on actual planned allocations to allow^ the Commissioner to 
assess the State's actual performance in meeting its own needs. The 
Committee bill, therefore, is addressed to the State's proposed dis- 
tribution of Federal funds for the fiscal year for which application 
is made. Civen this information, the Commissioner will be able to 
make a reasoned decision concerning whether the State's annual pro- 
gram plan actually furthers the goals set forth in the long-range plan. 

That it reports on the distribution of Federal funds for the preced- 
ing fiscal year, together with an analysis of how such distribution con- 
formed to the distributional pattern proposed in the prior years plan. 
Again, the Committee hill seeks to hold States accountable to the 
goals they have set for themselves, and to require them to measure 
their annual [)rogress toward those goals in terms of their actual 
performance. * 



That the comprehensive vStatewide long-range plan is up-dated to 
•efle<»t the State's past performance and plans for the upcoming fiscal 
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year, so lhat tlio plan cotitiniies to project a State s ^roals and obji^c- 
ti\es for u four- to six-year period into tlie future. Tiiis requiiemeiit • 
will keep the loii^^ ranp^I)hui ()[)enit ioiuil vvitliout ()l)li^ml iiig the State 
lo ;;o tliroii^di uiiollier exiensive lon^^-ran^^e phumin<^ [)r()cess. It will 
iils(7M'r\e as a vard sliek to tlie State to measure its own sucu»sses. 

That the State phin ha^ heen subjeet to reasonable notice and Op- 
port unit V for a pul)li(' hearnl^^ in order to assure that the ^^eneral pub- 
He \\ix> all oi)pi)rtunil V to nuike its views known eoneernin<^ the Statv s 
proposed annual pr()^rra^l plan. While States are nnpiired to have 
surh pubbf \i\i>ni under existin^^ hiw, the (^uinnitteedias yet to hear 
i)r a hin;:h' ehan^^' nuide ^n^i State plan ai> a result of a pubbe hear- 
in«^ thrConnnittee wishes to stress that sueh publie liea^nig recpure- 
nu'^nt IS to be taken seriously by the 'States, in order to assure the 
broadest possible involvement in+he development of the annual pro- 

luiddifmii, the State must have implemented policies and proce- 
dnres to assure that eopie^s of both the comprehensive and the annua 
i)lans, plus all statements of ^rencral policies, ndes, reguP^ti,ons, and 
nnx-edujes Is^suimI by^ the State board, together with those, of aAy 
ian^iivy to which resi)onsd)ility is dele<rated, will be made reasonably 
available t^> the public. Such widespread dissemination of State board 
i)olii'V ran do migli to take the ','mystery" out of vocational education 
(W-isioir-making, as far as the ^reneral public is concenied. Increased 
public awareness (jan only strengthen vocational education in the 

States. \ 

Tliat the plan sets forth the conduct of a thorough study of the 
policies, pnKTdnres, materials, and administrative proc^nlures that 
the State will follow in vocational education programs, in order to 
permit ecnial access to such programs by both men and women. This 
submission must include a detailed description of the policies which 
will be followed, actions which will be taken to overcome sexism, and 
incentives to be provided to local educational agencies to develop) mo(lQl 
nroirrains' for the reduction of sex ^treotyping in all occupations It 
' most alsoNprovide for making the results of the study available to the 
public. The {\)inmittee expects that in order to insure effective ad- 
ministrati(m of the art/ and in part/i(*,ular to carry out the purpo.se ot 
these 1070 amendments, the Office of Education will require, a ong 
with the program reports specified in the legislation, a statistical re- 
port, of school enrollments by sex, race and naticmal origin, for each 
secondaiy and post secondar>' vo<^ational educational education pro- 
gram offered bv a scho()l district or other official agency. , 

In appi'oviiig the State's annual program plan, the Commissioner is 
recpiired to make s[)ecific findings, in writing, concerning the com- 
pliance of the plan with the provisions of the Act. He must also hnd 
that adequate procedures are set forth to insure that the assurances 
contained in the general application and the provisions of the annual 
pro^rram plan are being caTxied-ontvand that the annual program plan 
shows progivss toward achieving the goals set forth in the comprehen- 
sive Statewide long-range plan. In undertaking to approve the plan, 
the Commissioner shall submit that portion of the Staters annual pro- 
orrain plan which relates to vocational education for pei-sons of limited 
English-speaking ability to the Director of Bilingual Education for re- 
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view. He must also have received assurances that the State's office for 
women has i*e\j;^WQd the plan and that the State board luis given due 
consideration t(Hhe needs of female students, and that no sex stereo- 
typing exists in vocational education progmms described in the plan. 

Kxisting law requires the Commissioner to make "specific findings" » 
that a State plan complies with the law before he approves it. To the 
knowledge of the Conunittee, such findings have never been made, 
other than the signature of the Connnissioner on the plan itself. Indeed, 
as expressed earlier, there are substantial indications that no one in the 
Office of Education even bothers to read through an entire^State plan to 
ascertain whether it substantively meets the intent of the law. 

By requiring the specific findings to be put into writing, the Com- 
mittee intends to make sure that some Federal official actually reads 
.each State's annual program plan and makes some substantive judg- 
ment that it meets the requirements of the Act. 

' The Committee wishes to emphasize that the Commissioner has.no 
authority to second-guess a State's own determined goals under its 
comprehensive long-range plan. However, he does have the responsi- 
bility of determining whether the annual plan actually represents a 
step tovvard those goals. The Committee urges the Office of Educp-tion 
to take a leadership role in monitoring State's perforhiance in meeting 
their own goals, and in making certain^^ihatjjieir annual plans rep- 
resent reasonable steps toward those ^oals, by providing a written 
^ aasessment of the -annual State program plan, as part of his approval 
thereof. 

Under the Committee bill, the Commissioner may not disapprove 
any State's annual program plan without first offering the State board 
for vocational education reasonable notice and opportunity for a hear- 
ing on his decisioi^In addition, tlie Committee bill makes it clear 
that the Commissioner may not disapprove a State's annual program 
plan solely on the basis of its proposed distribution of State and local 
funds for vocational education. The bill requires States to submit 
» plans involving State and local funds, as well as Federal funds, so'' 
that the Commissioner may liave an adequate basis for deciding 
whether, the State's plan represents the best possible expenditure of 
Federal fmids, according to the purpose of the Act. Since Stat<?§ vastly 
over-match Federal funds, submission of information relating only to 
Federal monies would not give the Commissioner an accurate picture 
of the State's total vocational education effort. However, the Com- 
missioner's authority \o disapprove a State's annual program plan is 
limited to its proposed allocation of Federal funds. The Commissioner 
may not socond-guoss State and local decisions concerning vocational 
education expenditures, but, on the other hand, he must approve the 
expenditure of Federal funds in the total context of all available funds 
for vocational education. 

» 

Suhmissi/m of PI am ; Withholding and Judicial Review 

Tlie Comn)ittee hill provides that no comprehensive Statewide 
long-range plan or annual program plan may be submitted to the 
Commissioner until it has been approved by the State board for vo- 
cational education. If the State board disagrees with the effort to the 
State planning commission, it shall return the plan to the commission, 
together with its suggestion for changes. 
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The Committee considered the concept of appeal to the Commis- 
sioner of Education in the case of any disagreement between the fetate 
board and the planning commission. Howewr, the Committee decided 
fchktkeb/confllcts should be resolved at the State level, rather than 
having a Federal official injected into a controversy between two btate- 
level Bodies. The Committee expects that such conflicts will be few, 
if any. The interests of each State in having an approved btate plan, 
so thit Federal funds can be made available to the State is quickly 
as possible, should lead to speedy resolution of any minor disagree- 
ments between the State board and the planning commission. 

The Committee bill provides for the withholding by the Commis- 
sioner of vocational education funds in the case that the fetate plan, or 
its administration, fails to comply with the law. This is identical to 

^^SimSaSyi the provisions of. the Committee bill concerning appeals 
by the State board dissatisfied with the Commissioner's actions mir- 
rors existing provisions. The provisions of the Committee s bill con- . 
cerning appeals by those dissatisfied with the State board's actions is 
broadened to reflect the possible delegation of some of the State board s 
functions to other State agencies and the eligibility of postsecondaiy 
educational inaj^utions, as well as local educational agencies, for If ed- 
eral funds. ^ 
National Priority Programs 

Kather than including special populations in a list of possible uses 
of Federal vocational education funds, as under current law, the Com- 
mittee bill established a series of national priority programs, with 
specified minimum amounts of each State's basic.grant for vocational 
educati^i-reserved for each such program. Several of these national 
priority programs cont inue existing minimums : 

At least 10 percent of the funds to pay 60 percent of the cost of 
vocational education for handicapped persons who, because of their 
handicapping conditions, cannot succeed in the regular vocational 
education program or who require a modified vocational education 

''ThT Gener'al Accounting Office informed the Committee that some 
administrators were interpreting this provision literally *nd were 
placing handicapped students in unmodified vocational education pro- 
grams and requrrVng.them to fail before making any modifications or 
f dapting the program to meet the student's needs. Other reports to the 
Committee indicate that a literal interpretation of this requirement 
resulted in automatic segregation of handicapped persons in separate 
programs apart from tTieir non-handicapped colleagues Indeed, a 
study completed by the Olympus Research Corporation for HJi.w s 
- Office of Planning, Budgeting and Evaluation, found that 70 percent 
of an hanSped students^nrolled in vocational education were 

enro led in segregated clashes, away from ^^^^^ ^"^-^^t'Tff V^a 
leagues Not only were such practices not intended in the 1968 Voca- 
S Education Amendments, but tlie legislative history of Pubhc 
Law 90-5TC is quite clear and forceful on these two points: (1) that a 
broad range of\ocational opportunities shall be available for handi- 
capped students, and (2) that vocational education facilities and pro- 
grSKe modifik to enable handicapped persons to receive vocational 
tducation along with their non-handicapped colleagues. 
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The Committee points out in this regard that Public Law 94-142, 
the Education for All Handicapped Children Act, requires all handi- 
capped children within a State to receive a free appropriate public 
education, and requires that procedures be established to assure that 
such children are educated with children who are not handicapped, 
and that removal from the pegular educational environment occur only 
when the nature or severity of the handicap is such that education in 

. regular classes cannot be achieved satisfactorily. It further provides 
that individualized education programs be established for each student 
and that other procedural protections shall be available to protect the 
stxident's right to education. These provisions and other protection? 
contained in Public Law 94-142 apply to handicapped students en- 
rolled under the national priority program for handicapped students 
under the Vocational Education Act and all vocational education 
funds under this Act are intended to be used consistent with the State's 
plan under Public Law 94-142 to provide a free appropriate public 
education to all handicapped children. The Committee intends the 
comprehensive long-range plan and the annual plan under these 
amendments to describe in detail how vocational ediication programs 
will.be provided within the State consistent with Public Law 94-142, 
and expects both the State Board of vocational education and the U.S. 
Commissioner to assure that this is accomplished. The Committee 
urges State and local vocational educators to begin immediately to use 
these vocational education funds to modify existing vocational pro- 
grams to meet the needs of handicapped students in accordance with 
the State plan submitted under Public Jjaw 94-142, 

At least 15 percent shall be used to pay^60 percent of the cost of 
programs for persons (other than the handicapped, with academic,, 
socioeconomic, or othp r handicaps which prevent them from succeed- 
ing in regular {>rograms. This again is the minimum expenditure 

, specified in existincr law. Again, the Committee does not intend that 
these individuals be sesrregated from regular vocational education 
programs, but rather that such programs be modified, to meet their 
special needs.- 

. At leav^ 15 percent shjill be used to pay 60 percent of the cost of 
vocartional education for persons who have completed or left hi^h 
school and who are available for study in preparation for entering 
the labor marko<t. This is commonly called the "post.secondary mini-* 
miun," although funds are not actually reserved for "post secondary 
educati6n'' as the term is commonly used in educnHon legislation. 
Rather, funds matched under this subsection may be used either for 
vocational education beyond the high school level or for- education 
of adnlts and other school-leavers, regardless of the level of vocational 
"education. » ^ 

Witnesses before the Committee urged that this minimum, which 
is contained in existing law, be rewritten to limit its applicability 
to true higher education — education beyond the High school level 
iji a community or junior college, technical institute, or other institu- 
tion of hi^rher ed.ucation. However, States do not report their expc^ndi- 
- tures under this minimum to the Office of Education with any sort 
of differentiation between what could be termed "post secondary edu- 
cation" and what could he termed "adult education.-' Indeed, a Library 
of Congre,ss study conducted for the Ci)mmittee indicated a wide- 
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spread confusion in the States concerning; what expenditures iwere 
properly reportable under this reservation. The Committee, therefore, 
did not alter the definition contained in existing law, as it had no 
information available to it concerning the etfectvS of such a Change 
Each of these inininiums is required to be matched at the ratio of 
two State and local dollars for every three Federal dollars expended. 
Current law requires an overatr matching ratio of one State and 
local dollar for each Federal dollar expended, but does not require 
special categorical matching of areas designated by the Congress as 
national priority areas. As a result. Office of Education officials told 
the General Accounting Office that, l>ecause States continue to over- 
*match overall Federal vocational funds, they have no legal basis ' 
for requiring'^States to match expenditures for the disadvantaged 
and handicapped. The Committee bill would give the Office of Educa- 
tion that authority. a 

Such categorical matching is necessary to a^ssure that Congressional 
Intent in giving special Status to these ai-eas is upliekL According to 
Office of Education statistics, the national average niatchin^ ratio for 
all bnsic vocational program^i in 1^)73 was of State and local 

funds for $1,00 of Federal funds. ITowevcr, the matching ratio for 
the disadvantaged was onlv to $L00. and the ratio for the handi- 
capped was a mere $1.10 to $1.00, In fiscal year 11)7:1. 23 States spent 
less in ibjitching Federal funds for the disadvantaged than they had 
in 1070; 19 States spent propoi'tiouately less on the haudicapiKnl. In 
fact, tlie General Accounting Office, foiind that soine States, over a 
three-^iear period, spent no State or local funds on tlTe^ disadvantaged 
or handicapped, - 

The Coininitteo bill would require these national priority areas t-o 
l)e separately matched by State and local funds, buf: at a lower match- 
ing ratio than required for the overall vocational education program. 

The C(nnmitteo bill also pi'ovides fV)r a new national priority a^^— 
vocational educaticm for persons with limited Eiiglish-speaking ability 
in those States with high concentration of such persons. Those States 
would be designated by the Commissioner, pursuant to regulation. 
The Connuittee expects the Commissioner to undertake an analysis 
of the distributiou.of our nation's population with limited English- 
speaking abilitv. and promulgate a list of States with a high concen- 
tration of such persons. Each such State would then be required, under 
the {'oumiitjec bill, to expend at least five percent of its vocational 
education funds for vocational education for persons of limited Eng- 
lish-speaking ability, with two State and local dollars being expended 
for- that purpose for every thn^e Federal dollars, ^ 

The Connuittee bill continues, as *a national priority area, existmg 
I)rovi.sions for allocation of specially appropriated funds. to areas 
within the, State which have a high concentration of youth unemploy- 
ment an(Usfhool dropouts. Such funds shall be used to pay the full 
cost of vocational education for disadvantaged students. These pro- 
crrams slundd include participation of nonpublic school , students 
.who.se educational needs are of the type the vocat4onal program is 

designed to meet. - 

Finally, the Committee bill provides that vocationnhrrlucation toi 
persons of limited English-speaking abilty, conducted with funds 
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authorized by u soimidtc, luithorizutioa of if^O million. Such appropri- 
ation, tiilociitea iunoiif. the Statics iic.'ordiiifer to the ba.ic distributional 
tonnuhr. shall be used to pay the full eo.st of vocational education for 
.sueli persons, and, to the extt-nt consistent with the number of students 
enrolled in nonprolit private schools whose needs are of the tvpe the 
progrimi is t() meet, servo such students as we]i as those in public 
schools, • ^ 

Paf/ffunts to states ' * . 

The Committee bill authorizes the Commissioner to pay to the 
.states tlie amoimt neee.ssary to pay 50 percent of tlie coat o^* carrying? 
out the annual pro<i:ram plan, GO percent of tlie cost of matching cer- 
tain national priority programs, and 100 percent of the cost of the 
special programs for tlie disadvantaged and for persons of limited 
hnglisli-spcaking ahilityi ' 

In a(l(lition, tlic (\)mmissioner shall pay the Federal share of the 
i'ost ot State adininistratioii. Under the Committee bill, the Federal 
sliare he 1)0 i)erceiit of the cost. Ilowevel-, to allow States to phase 
m (lieir support for Stjjite a(hninistration from their own funds, the 
Committee bill ifrovides that for Jiscal y^ar 1978 the Federal share 
' sball be 8.1 [uMH ^nt and for liscal year 1970 the Federal share shall be 
«0 percent. » ^ . 

The issue of tlu'v percentage of Federal program funds which is re- 
tained iit the State level for administrative purposes -was one which 
was*widcly dis< ussi'd l>eforc Committee. The (leneral Accounting 
Oflice reported that tjie proportion of Federal funds spent for admin- 
istrative-tyi)e a<'tivitios has been growing at- a greater rate. than the 
proportionate incrcasi^ in Federal funds. William F. Pierce, Deputy 
(Commissioner of the Office of <Kducation"s Bureau of Occupational 
x\m\ Adult Kducation, dispute^d this claim, asserting that a special 
Otlicc of Kducation stutly sliowed that the national average'of pro- 
gram funds -spent for State administration was_lioJding relatively 
steaily at a])i)r()ximately 10 percent 

Siii'iilar, education legislation within the jurisdiction of the Com- 
mittee typically allows between tJiree and five percent for State ad- 
ministrative cxpetises. Large programs, such as title I of the Elemen- 
taj-y and Si^ondary Education Act, allow only one percent to defray 
the costs of Stji-te administration. 

Rather than set a- lixed Federal percentage wliich could lie used for 
a(hninistrati()n, the Committeo.de.'ided that States^should ])e allowed 
to devote any amount they perceived as necessary to program admin- 
istration. ])rovKlcd they demonstrated their commitment to the qualitv 
of such a(lminiV|rat,ion by also committing their own fun(ls to inatch 
the Federal contribution. lii recognition of the dillicnltv of matching 
^uch funds :)() -.V) the first year, the Committee bill provides for a three- 
year i)jui>e in of the State matching requirement. 

In addition, the Committee bill providers that when any State's 
commitment to vocational education is demonstrated by its commit- 
ment of State and local funds tovocational education at a level twice 
th(» national average percentage of matching, the (\)mmissiojter shall 
set the Federal sliare for that ^State for tliat fiscal year at a rate higher 
than otherwise specified, although the Federal share cannot exceed the 
full cost of State, administratiofu If a State is contributing to voca- 
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tional education at that level, the Committee does not believe that it 
should be required to have to commit additional funds to mRatch Fed- 
eral funds for its administrative costs, 

\ The Committee bill defines "administration" to mean the activities 
of a State necessary for the proper and eflSeient performance of its 
duties under the Act This woula include supervision and evaluation 
of vocational education programs. However, it would not include other 
activities currently carried out at the State level, and included in the 
Office of Education's definition of "ancillary services," such as teacher 
training programs, curriculum development, and research activities. 

The mnguage of existing law concerning maintenance of combined 
State and local fiscal effort for vocationaj^ducation is included in the 
Committee bill. However, in recognition or the difficulties many local 
feducational ag^ncievS, -and even States, are experiencing in this time 
of inflation and declining tax bases, the Commissioner is authorized to 
waive so much of the maintenance of effort requirement as he deter- 
mines equitable to reflect such reduction in available tax resources. In 
addition, the Committee bill requires that postsecondary educational 
instiitutions receiving Federal vocational education funds als9 main- 
tain effort. The Commissioner may waive so much of such requirement 
as he determines equitable, in accordance i^th objective criteria of 
general applicability, 

^ PART B — ANCILLARY SERVICES 

Subpart 1 — Vocational Gruidance and Counseling 

Purpose 

The Committee bill authorizes a new subjurt of the Vocational Edu- 
cation Act to provide Federal assistance to States to enable them to 
develop and conduct vocational guidance and counseling programs, 
and to. improve existing programs. Witnesses before the Committee 
documented in detail the need for increased Federal attention to the 
often-slighted field of vocational ^idance and counseling^ as an 
integral part of preparing our nation's students to make .informed 
occupational and career choices. Subpart 1 of part B' seeks to make 
additional Federal funds available to assist such efforts. 

Authorization of Appropriations 

The Committee bill authorizes $25 million for fiscal year 1978, $35 
million for fiscal year 1979, $45 million for fiscal year 1980, $55 million 
for fiscal vear 1981, and $75 million for fiscal year 1982, to carry out^ 
voc4\tionaf guidance and counseling programs, 

Of the sums appropriated, the Commissioner shall reserve up to 
three percent for allotment to the outlying areas. The remainder of 
the sums appropriated shall be allotted among the States on the basis 
of th(^ir relative populations. 
Uses of Funds 

States wishing to participate in vocational guidance and counseling 
programs under this subpart wOVild include in their annual program 
plans details concerning their proposed allotment 'of such funds among 
eligible recipients. Services which could be supported with these 
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monies would include initiation, implementation, and improvement of 
vocational guidance and counseling programs of high quality; voca- 
tional counseling for children, youth, and adults: educational and 
placement services; vocational guidance and counseling training de- 
signed to acquaint counselors with changing \Nprk patterns Of women, 
ways of ^ectively overcoming sex stereotyping, and ways of assist- 
ing girls and women to select crtteers based on their occupational needs 
and interests, and including developing free career counseling mate- 
rials; vocational and educational counseling fol youth onendere and 
adults in correctional institutions; vocational gurdance ami counseling 
for persons of limited English-speaking ability ; est^iblisnment of vo- 
cational revSouiTc centei*s to meet the special needs oiotiti-of^school in- 
dividuals, aiid leadership for vocational guidance and e?jploration pro- 
grams at the local level. / 

The langiiage of the CoWihuttee bill specifically jncli^des edaicational 
and job placement sei^rices designed to prepare indiyidualslfor pro- 
feasional occupations r^jiiring a baccalaureate or liigher degree, in- 
cluding ^ollowup services. * / . 

Many college graduates, particularly in the liberal arts field, leave 
their campuses to search for jobs but^nd up facing Unemployment and 
under-employment No^ magic formula can provide a solution to this 
problem, but it is the intent of the Committee to remove one fhajor 
obstacle t(5 the assistance which these young people should be receiving 
from tlie four-year colleges and universities. / 

In the Vocational Education 'Act of 1963. Congress reco|2:nized the 
need for financial support of career planning and placement for stu- 
dcnt.s — but not for those pursuing the baccalaureate degree. Thus, for 
13 years, Federal assistance has been availa][)le at high schools and 
junior colleges whose graduates now number^mofe than 3,200,000 per 
year, but not to hnccalaureate graduates who/no\Y total approximately 
one million per year. Because of the lack of authorisation for Federal 
funding, career planning and placement ofl^ces at the nation's colleges 
and universities and their graduates liave been denied vitally needed 
assistance. 1 This ha>s been especially unfortunate in the years since 
1972, as job prospects for most of these graduate^ave dodined sharp- 
ly and tlie nation's economy has suffered the loss of its well educated 
.and ttained men and women. 

Subsectij|>n 123(3) removes this prohibition and expressly includes 
baccalaureate candidates in the governtnent's assistance program. This 
can be done at a modest" cost because of the smaller numbers of stu- 
dents and institutions involved and because the career planning and 
p^cenieat offices on most four-year campuses are established, have 
exi)ertise. and are applying it to tlie degree possible within limited 
budgets. Tlie Committee deems it iihperatiye that sufficient operating 
capital be provided for staffing and facilities to prepare students for 
the realities of the job market.. 

The decision by the Committee to include baccalaureate degree can- 
didates in this career planning t^na placement program cures a long- 
standing defect in the vocationiil efforts of the Federal government, 
and should do much to assure ^he full and effective utilization of our 
four-year college graduates. / ' , -

()v(»r the yeai-s. tlie (^anmittec has been disappointed to learn that, 
all too often, promising ])r()gnuns wither and ilie when. Federal sup- 
port for them ceases. What" ha's been hait^ij^ a worthy editeational 
program s(mieh(vw fails to l)e worthy of State or local* support when 
PVileral funding is withdrawn. The Committee hoi)es that the lan-

The Committoo bill authorizes the Commissioner to make payments 
to approved applicants for their oxperiditures. PaymMits of prant * 
. funds may be made in installments, in advance, or as, reimbursement 
for funds already expended. Fimds available to tbe Commissioner for 
discretionary frrants shall remain available for expenditure until 
actually expended. ^ 

Subpart 2 — Curriculum Development 
Purpose V 

The Committee bill [)rovides Federal assistance for the development 
and dissemination of turricida for new and chanj^^ng occupations. 
This is a change from existing: law, which does not limit the occupa- 
tions for which (Mirrirnla may be developed, and reflects tlie emphasis 
throupfhout the Conmiittee bill on usinfr Federal funds to assist in new 
occupations for which State and local funds might not be availablje. 

Authorization of Approjrriations 

Tlie Committee bill atithorizes appropriations of $10 million for 
fiscal year 107H and for/each of the four succeeding fiscal years. 

^hen of^Funds / 

Under the Couin/ittee bill, the Commissioner, after consultation 
with the Xational/Advisory Coimcil and relevant State boards, is 
authorized to unxKi" grants or enter intcrrontracts with institutions of 
higher educatioii. States, and other public and nVTrrproifit agencies and 
institutions. 11^ may also contract witH nonprofit and profit-making 
agencies, organizati(ms, and institutions. 

Siich grai/ts or contracts are for the purpose of development and 
diss(»Hiinatmn of vocutionul education curricula for new and changing 
()C(Mipatioi/s, or for persons with special needs; development of cur- 
ricula ami guidance and testing nuiterials designed to overcome sex 
bias in /-ocatiojuil programs, plus the necessary support services to 
enable /cache rs to meet the needs of individuals who are enrolled in 
programs which have traditionally, been limited to members of the 
' opposite sex; .t;urveying, coordinating, and evaluating curricidum ma- 
terials, and disst^ninating the re.^ilts theifof ; and training personnel 
jn currirMihnn dcveU)pment and the us(^ of curricula developed with 
funds appr()f)riiTted pursifjint to this subpart. 

In julopting this subpart, the Committee did not'intend that the 
" Commi.^sioner of Fxlucation enter into competition with other agencies 
or organizations also involved in (leyeloping curricula for vocational 
education program.^. Rather, the purpose of* this ^«?ubpart is to assure 
that cnrrieuhim materials are available and are widely disseminated. 
In es.s(wice, the subpart contiriues^the authority currently contained in 
" part I of the Vocational Education Act. 

The Conmiittee bill stresses the importance of curriculum develop- 
ment, esf)ecially in new and changinjr occupations and for special needs 
populations. A*^ was noted by the Ilonorabh' Roman C. Pucin.<^ki, Co- 
chairman of the (^ommittee on Legislation of the National Advisory 
Council on Vocational Education, curriculum developnrient funds are 
c,rucial. In his words, ''we cannot talk about flnodernizing vocational 
education witllout developing. curricuhim needs to meet changing needs

VOCATIONAL EOITATION FACIUTIES 

A 

Purpose 

Vwn E of the Committee bill autJiorizes a new proo:ram of Federal 
assistance for the .renovation, remodelin^^, and conversion of voca- 
ti(mal education facilities. Testimony before the Committee stressed 
the inadequacy of facilities in urban and rural aneas, and the result- 
ing low hn-el of the vocational education services that were able to b^. 
provided to students. The National Advisoiy Council on Vocational 
' Efhication ur^ed '^a special pro<rrani of cra.sh fundin<r ... for voca- 
tional education to urban areas witKout reductiot^of funds to niral 
andsubulrhan communities. Part V. of the. Commjttee bill seeks to pro- 
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vide such funding, but without limiting it to urban areas. The part 
would provide for Federal aid for modernization of facilities and 
equipment, including remodeling and renovation of facilities in order 
to make them comply with the requirements of the Architectural Bar- 
riers Act of 1968. 

The need for such assistance was amply documented in material 
provided to the Committee by The Council of the Great City Schools. 
A survey of the membership of the Council, which only includes 27 
of the Nation's largest city school systems, indicated a dramatic need 
for renovation and up-dating funds. As the report noted : . 

The increased enrollments'* in vocational education programs in 
our cities at a time when general enrollment is declining reflects the 
sincere aspimtions of young people and the glowing commitment of 
wrban school dij^jp^t^ts to this task. New York City is unable to ac- 
commodate^ 15,000 students each year who evidence interest in skill 
training in vocational high schools. In Washington, D.C., a student 
must wait around two years for entry into the Armstrong Adult 
Center. ' ^ 

According to the Council's study, one of every two buildings cur- 
rently in use for vocational education programs in three of our coun- 
trv^s major cities — Baltimore, Chicago, and New York— was con- 
strurt^^d prior to the Second l^Vorld War, To majce such facilities 
responsive to modern vocational 'eductition needs, extensive renova- 
tion would be necessary. In the judgment of vocational education di- 
rectors of Kc^eral major citiesrGf) percent of their existing facilities 
need major renovation, and 13 percent need complete replacement. 
* *The Committee bill would provide limited fimds for renovation 
and remodeling. Tt would not provide any funds for new construction. 

Obsolescence of vocationaf education facilities is not the only prob- 
lem facing our niraf and urban areas. In many areas, declining en- 
rollments in academic subjects, when combined with increased demand 
for Vocational education, leaves school facilities empty which voca- 
tional facilities arc over-loaded. According to AVilliani F. Carroll, Ex- 
ecutive Dirt^ctor of the Rhode Lsland State Advisory Coimcil on Voca- 
tional P^ducation. in the State of Rhode Island alone there were 46 
schools, all built since 1945, Vith a total enrollment below capacity of 
0.f)21 spaces. With a limited infusion of dollars, thes(^> spaces could 
lie <'on verted from academic to vocational use. 

Finally, the Coniniittee bill includes a provision that requires tjiat, 
as part of (he over-all remodeling of the facilities, they l)e brought 
into coufonnity with standards required by the Architectural Bar- 
riers Act, proN'iding for accessibility of facilities and equipment to 
han(lica[)ped persons.

The CoHunissioner/WOuld he strictly limited by the pmvisions of the 
('oniniittee hill in a[)provin^ a[)plications under this pai't. He would 
lie limited to two siHvific cmteria, in deciding whicltpmposals to fund. 

First, one criterion would be the district's ndatrve need for the assist- 
ance. 'IMiis decision wt)idd be1*iH]uired to take int^) aceount such specific 
fa<'toi*s as the n<ro and obsoles/cnce of the facilities and eipiipmeut, the 
rate of yontli tinemployment in the district, tlje num])er of unemployed 
youtli IT 21 in its labor nmrket area, the y5h*o of sucli unemployed 
youth to the ilistri<*tV N-xx'ationul etbication enrollment, and the ability 
of the, facility to i'ornply with the Architectural Barriers Act, All of 
these factors are reasonably qiiantifiable, and sliould pix)vide trlv^' Com- 
missioner with a statistical basis for making a decision. 

The second ci-iterion he must apply fs the decree to whicli the niod- 
eriii/ation atVords promise in achievintr the ^roals set in the States 
eoiiipreluMisivc Statewi(h' l(^ntrM'an<re plan.

■ rsinir thes' two criteria, and these only, tlu* (^>nwuissionei* shall 
lank aU ai)plicants for part K funds, arcordin^r to their relative need 
for assistance. Then, from the sums appropriated, he shall fidly fund 
the Federal share 75 percent of the cost— of each applicaiyt in rank 
order, until such fuiuls are exhaiistech T"])on a finding, in writing, of a 
. <listri<'t\s extreme financial lu'cd and inal)ility to raise the 25 4-)ercent 
matchintr sliare, the rommis?;ioner |nay pay the full C()^tof the renova:^ 
tion. The Couunittee bill fully funds* applicaats from the top of the 
list to the point where funds are all expended, rather than providing 
a ratable reduction in tlie amounts paid to all approved applicants,

The Committee bill essentiallj; continues the program currently au- 
thorized under part ¥ of existing la^v, dealing with consumer and 
homenuikin^,' education.

PART G — SPECIAL EXERGY EDUCATION 

The Committee recognizes that the increased,use_of coal is a vital* 
function of the Nation's attempt to attain greater self-sufficiency in 
energy mattei-s in the years ahead. Emergency energy legislation at- - 
tempts to furtluT technological development in the„production of this 

fossil fuel. * . 

Any high degree of energy self-sufficiency will requu'e unprece- 
dented growth, of coal prodi^^tion from today's nearly 600 million 
tonstoalmost 2 billion annual'tons by 1985. . \ 

There is. however, a critical manpower shortage in major coal rpin- 
. ing areas, particularlv in the Eastern underground operations. The 
need is primarilv in the area of skilled mining technicians sufficient to 
assure increased prod tuition with safe and environmentally sound con- 
trols. In the major coal-producing State of West Virginia, for exam- 
ple, industrv and governmental sources estimate that ther are at pres- 
ent approxinuitelv 'XOOO mining technician jobs available which are 
unfilled because of insuflicientlv trained personnel Attempts to open 
new mining operations or to expand existing facilities are severely 
constrained because of such personnel restrictions. The new part 
authorized by the Committee bill seeks to meet these needs.

For example, in 1072 (the last year in wlach 
the Office of Educ<ttion^ collection vocational education en- - 
rollment data bv se^)', 40,5% alhfemale vocational educa- 
tion enroUiTicnts wen» in non-gjiinful home economics, and 
m.")^^ were in office occupations— mostly in typing and filing 
courses.

Improve^ Determination of Special Allowance under the Emergency 
Insured Student Loan Agt of 2969 , \ 

The Committee takes full cognizance that the success of the Guaran- 
A teed Student Loan Prjbgram is fundamentally based on voitmtary par- 
ticipation by private lending organizationf . A nimiberl)! adiiinistr^- 
tive difficulties hav6 provided subtle and unintended discouragements 
for lenders to enter or to remain in the student loai\ pr()gr^m. The 
Committee has often reiceived reports of private len^g institutions 
which are choosing to cease their participation in GSLP based on the 
administrative burdens and the d^ays aifd uncertainties regarding 
payments due them from the Federal Government One particularly 
difficult situation is the delay in selting the rate and thus in making 
payments' pf the special allowance for Guaranteed Student Loans. 
Under the present statute and its administrative arrang^Bments within 
HEW, delays and accompanying uncertainty of the retroactive rate- 
setting process has Been extraordSnarily discouraging to lenders widi-. 
ing to participate, but who Cannot or will, not sustam the decrease ixx 
return causediby these, delays. In ordef to assure that incentive p£|.y- 
ments of speolal allowance are paid promptly ^hat the appropl^ale 
consideration^ of both administrative and money nmrket costs of pro- 
gram parti^pation is, made, ^ind that voluntary lenders will have a 
better opportunity to assess-the special allowance rat^fpr the coming 
quarter prospectively, the Qonfimittee has provided ^vmeans for afl 
participating and interested parties to review the pr^^t method 
under whicn the special all^prance is determined ^d 4^o advise thei 
Committee and the House Committee on Education and Labor op an 
improved method for determining this rate. . '1 

The recent history of announcement dates for the special allowaii);;e 
rate^ demonstrates th^ need fdr a timely and certain procedure for 
determinaitiqn of the rate. On April 28, 19Y6, the Department of HEW 
promulgated regulations specifying the rate for the quarter ending 
March 31 ; ajrid on February 3rd regulations wete promulgated fdr the 
quarter en^ng December 31,- 1975. In both cases, lenders received no 
compensation for the delay of over four weeks in receiving their spe- 
cial allowance payment. However^ this represents a more prompt an- 
nouncement -than in several previous cjuart^rs. In a program of fhe* 
magnitude of GSLP, the delay of special alloy^ance jpayment for even 
a few days creates a sizeable and unnecessary financial burden fojr the 
lenders. ' 

The Committee Kas received testimony ani^ peHodic inquiries as to 
the adequacy and fairness of the method of rate determination, in 
addition to the (Questions of timeliness. Official inquiries from l^tate 
officials to HEW requesting an explanation of the method, received a 
vague and unsatisfactory response. '^he Committee is aware that stud^- 
ies undertaken by HEW have examined the possibilities of using a 
formula, or, "peg" for the special allowance.

But Senator Morse was^ nqt limited in his interests and achieve- 
ments tc^ducatidh alone, fie was a fiercely, independent individiial 
who, a^ls a cai^ful student and teacher of the law, V^as one of Ajnerica's 
great champions of civil liberties: He was a constant supporter of 
the American worker and always demonstrated his concern in the de- 
velopment of legislation to improve labor standards jin the United 
Stales. And he always Jent his considerable weight to the efforts of , 
this Committee to improve health <pare, increase veterans benefits, and 
reduce poverty throughout the nation. . 

Jt isjDinly fitting that a living memorial be established to honor the 
innumerable accomplishments of Wayne Morse. And itis most appro- 
priate that the University of Oregon--T^here he spent Hyear^as dean 
^ of its School of Law— is- creating the Wayne Morse Chair Of Law-and 
t^olitics. This prof essorilhip will be awarded to a successiic^ of public 
figures and scholars Vho have made contributions to the rul^ of law, 
representative governmeni and world peace^three'of -Senator Morse'ft 
major concerns. And it will offer students the opportunity to examine 
clussraom theory inf light of the 'practical experiences of these visiting 
professors. , ' V ,^ 

The sum needed to establish this chair will be in excess of $500,000 
and it is the Gommittee^s view that the Federal government should 
assist -in providii|g funds for ^he establishment of the Wayne Morse 
Chair: The contnbutions of Senator Morse to the livjBS of millions of 



Americiitis deserve no Im. Thus, the Committee has authorized the 
Commissioner to btovide financial aSsiatance to jssist m the estab- 
Jishmenf^of the Wayne?5Iorse Chair of Law and I»qlitics at the Urn- 
versity of Oregon. ThgMeral share of this project^haU not exqeea 
two-thirds of its expected (SQSt and the additional ^un^^ 
matched by private contiibntions. A majomum of $600,000 of Federal 
funds is authprized for thi? purpose. . ^ .„ 

^ The Committee believe^, that the Wayne Morse Chair will serve to 
instill in others the belief sypf Senafor Morse that it is the power of 
education which has served to strengthen American democracy and 
make it continue torespondto the chatUenges of the f^^ 
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The Committee bill reor^nizes the Education Division, which is . 
"cwnposer^f^th^ffic© of^duc^ 
Education, plus the National Center for Education Statistics and the 
Fund for Improvement of Postsecondary Education. It eUmjnates 
the existing post of Assistant Secrfetanr and upgrades the po^wj 
education within the Department of Health, Education, and Welfare 
bv making the head of the Division a level III; the eq(uivalent of ^an 
undersecretary. The title of the Division^ head is Comm^sioner, the 
traditional title of t^e prmcipal education official m |th0 Federal 

.government. ' # 

For more thatf 100 years, the Office of Education was jbhe pnmanr 
Federal agency dealing with collection of education statistics, and ad- 
ministration of educational assistance programs. |Jntil the^ mid^Mties, 
its role was lunited. The Office dispensed little money, pnmarily funds 
under the Morrill Acts, Smith-Hughes and subseouent vocational edu- 
cation acts, impact aid payments, .and funds under the National De- 
fense Education Act. With the enactment of Great Society program^ 
the Elementary, and Secondary Education Act aiid the Higher Edu- 
cation Acfc^the Office expanded^ rapidly, both in personnel and m 
dollars ior.which it was responsible. 

In 193i, the Nixon Administration, p^ppsed a complete revision; 
in the way Federal aid for education was organized and adtmmstered. V 
Kesearcii was proposed to be vested in a new agency, the Natioiial ^- \ 
stitute of Education, which would be wholely separate froyn the Office 
of iJducation. A National Foundation for Higher Education, modeled 
on the NatiSal Science Foundation, was proposed as an mdependent 
ageneyi outside of the Department of Health, Education, and Wel- 
fare, to support innovation in higher education. Categorical programs 
of aid to elementaiy atfd secondary education administered by the 
Office of Education would bte "revenue-shared" with the States. ^ 

The Congress adopted the idea of the National Institute of Educa- 
tion as an agency within the Department of Health, Education, and 
Welfare, but separate from the Office of -Education. To assure coordi- 
nation between education activities of the Department, but to make it 
cleat that th6 NIE was not a subsidiary agency of the Office^ Educa- 
tion, the 1972.Amendments created the JEdiucation Division, l^is Divi- 
sion was headed by an Assistant SecriBtaiy ior Education, the jgnn- 
cipal officer assigned responsibility for its "direction and supervision. 



The Congress reiectecl the*concept of an independent Foundation 
for Higher EduGation* Instead, Tt created n Fund for-Improvement of 
Postsecondary Educitibn, vested in th^ Secretary. The Secretary has 
delegated responsibility fqr the Fund to the Assistjint Secretary. 

Finally, the 1972 Amendments vested" responsibility for thie 
Emergency School Aid Act in the Assistant Secretary. This authtSrity 
. has been delegated to tl^e Cdmmissidner of Education^ 

In 1974, the Senate bin proposed the creation of a National Center 
for Education Statistics as a third agency of the Educatim Division, 
The Center wis retained by the Conference Commitjbee,- not as a sep- 
arate agency but rather ^'within theOffice of the Assistant Secretary." 

As the Education Division has developed, it has become apparent to . 
the dommittee'that the p<wition of Assistant Secretary that the Con- 
gress created is incomplete. The position is.that of principal spokesmaai 
for education. But the Assistant Secretarv has no^direct authority over 
-decisipmnaSing^Avittt^:-egard^ 

Almost all legislation vests statutory authority in the Commissioner 
6f Education, and he is ultihiately responsible for administration of 
programs of the Office of Ediucatiftn. Similarly^ responsibility for the 
NationaMnstitute of Education is vested in its Director, subject to the 
^^eneral policies established by the National Council on Educational 
. Research. Therefore, although the Assistant Secretary may ''direct and 
supervise" the^ programs oi the Education Division, he may not con- 
trol their administration by ove^r^ling the Commissioner or Director. 

The Comnuttee bill abolishes the position of Assistant Secretary 
and makes the Commissioner of ' Education the principal officer of the 
Departmeftr with iresponsibility ior educati6n||cpgrams. In this offi- 
ciaf will be vested the final authority for all legislaflpi currently vested 
in the existing Commissioner. In addition, the Committee bill transfers 
other authorities currently vested in the Assistant SCcretfl^CT to the 
newly created Coftimissioner. The Director of the National Institute 
of Education, along with the Cptincil, will remain responsible for the 
Institute. Day-to-day administration of Offiee of Education programs 
will be the responsibility of a new Administrative Deputy Commis- 
sioner, appointed by the Piiesideiit,- who shall be "subject to Senate 
confirmation. \ ; . " , ' * 

The Coi^itte^ bill pi;oposes to^i|pgra of education 

within the Department of Healt% EdBtcation, arid Welfare by up- 
grading the levels of its senior administrators, lire new Commissioner,^ 
wojuldJ&e compensated at a level III, the same level as the Undersecre- 
tary of HEW. The Director of the National Institute of Education and 
the Administrative Deputy Commissioner would be level IV appoint- 
jnents, the same level as the exiting Assistant Secretary. 

In making these clianges, the Oqminittee bill intends to make the 
Education Division the primary agency within the Department in de- 
veloping and carrying out policy witn respect to education, and the 
Commissioner the Secretary's principal advisor concerning education 
matters. The Committee is concerned that a wide range of individuab 
Vithin the.Department, outsidg thi& Education Division, have i)olicy- 
making roles with regard to education. All too often the position of 
Assistant Secretary for Education has been "just another Assistant 
Secfretary" wheri the Sepretatg^ has^sought ddvice, f ather than his imn^ 
cipaT Source of expertise. The Committee bill $6eks to cKange this. The 



Committee urges the Secretary to vest all authority coneprninfr edijca-* 
tion in the Education I>ivi<^ion, and to .treat the Conimissioner as nis 
principal. advisor concerning: educational policy. 

Tha Committee bill selected the term "Commissioner" for the prin- 
ciijal officer of tlie Education Division since this the title \yhich has 
'hi'atorically been pven the chief Federal officer in education. In addi- 
tion^ statutes vesting responsibility in tne Commissioner would*;^ll* 
have liad to be rewritten if ativ other title had been\ used, to make siire 
that final authority was lodged in the' Dnnsion's head. As previously 
noted, there is" ho intent to downgrade the status of the Division or its 
chief ; on the contrary, the Goirimittee bill upgrades fljem. / 

In order to allow siifficient time to implement the reor^nization 
called for by the Committee bill, the effective date of such reorganiza- 
tion is January 1, 1977.

The Committee bill adopts the proposals of the Adininlstration cpn- 
cernirig exten3ion of the National Institute of Edufiation, with certain 
modifications!

Thel Committee believes that specialized institutions suc^ as theiiB 
are aslnecessary today as they were when Congress ori^ally author^ 
ized their establishment oyer 14 years ago. - 

Cujfrently, eight of the original 20 regional edupational laboraitories 
remajn. The Committee hplieves that, subject to the jDdvige of the; 
newly established Panel for Review of Laboratory and Center Opera- 
tion^ and the National Council on Educational Research, maiiy of 
.thedi existing institutions should be strengthened to conduct program-^ 
maMc research and development add|;essing np,tional problem areas in 
edm»ation. The Committee Vishes to stress its continued belief in the 
oriMnal intent that these institutions be ^ograplu(^lly spread and ^ 
r^onsive to the educational nee<^ of their region, to ensure practi- 
ti^neh involvement in -^the entire research and development proisess. . 
/^he Committee also intends l^hat; when funds permit, the Instittite 
c^^ate a limited number of additional, educational^ laboratories to serve 
all regions of the country better. In the meantime, the Inst^tut^ should 
assist the existing labora|;ories in expanding* thejr services and in-

Nine of the original 12 university-based research 9nxd development 
centers remain. As originally conceived, t^ese centers were* each to : 
concentrate resources and talent within some vit^l area of education. 
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The Committee.believes that many of the oritpnal ijuidelines for these 
institutions remain valid today. The Centers should conduct basio aad 
applied research; conduet developndent activities desi^ied ta translate 
research findings into educational materials or procedures; field test 
the deTOloped products;, demonstrate ^nd disseminate information- 
abo^t the«new programs that emerge fron[i the^^esearch and develop- 
ment effort; and j^rovide national leadei^hip in the^esignat^ arel&. 
The Comimttee recognizes that many of the research and development 
centers have developed sisseable techni<5al assistance capabilities in re^ 
sponse to practitioner denWnds. The InstitiitefShould assist these cen- ^ 
l^ers in their willingne^ to provide this servicd * local and State edu- 
ta^onal agen^ies^ and to the postsecondary education community. 
^Over the years, the Ofiice of Education and the liTational Institute 
of Education have soujght to supj^rt educational R&D through 
small-scale research projects ^d short-term policy studies: The labor- 
atories and centers tvere created as an altema^iiVe to this approach. 
The Committee believes that many of these institutions hav^ be^n 
successful in long-nEhge efforts, and that their achievements hold con- 
siderable promise for even more advancements in the futiire. . ^ . 

The original laboratory and center design contained a National 
Advisory Con^ittee fot^the ttegional Educational Labo;rat6ries and 
B <^ D Centers. The amendment reestablishes such a body by setting 
up a Pan^l Ibr Review of Laboratory and Center Operations. The 
Panel will advise the Institute^ on policies and ^rpeedures governing 
the operation (>f the laboratories and centers; review and iiifdce 
mendatipns on all proposals submitted by laboratories and centers ; and 
prepare an annual report tf^^be submitted t/i ^e Bireotor of the In- 
stitute and Congress, If, at-^hy time; tl^e Director shqtild ieject the 
panel recommendations regarding funding of proposals submitted 
under this section, the director shall report to the Panel in writing, 
his reasons for such relectipii. The Committee further believes that 
this PaneJ will serve a^ a. forum for edneation groups interested 
t in discussing educational ^research . and development piiorities, and 
that it will provide d national coordinating role outside of govern-

Part A of Title V cTeates a new and expanded program for the iin- 
piemontation of Career Education programs in elementary, seccmdary 
and postSGCondary institutions, effective in tjie Fiacal Ye^r 197$. ' 

The general purpose of this new Title is to lay the groundwork for 
in-service impfementation of many oi the^id^ and programs that 
have been developed by the Office of Education pursuant to sectiOQ^ 
406 of the Special Projects Act, by the National Iiisti^tate of Educate 
tion; and by other federally-funded and mon-federaliy-funded edu- 
cators and researchers. It is also the purpose of this Title to provide 

" for a broader frame for gathering and disseminating work iilinfoftma- 
tionrabbut careers and career education. • - 

The provisions of this Titae are all ^^ounded in suggestions made 
by various persons and organizations concerned about or associated 

' wtth the implementation of Career Education. Those sugcestions have' 
been tempered by what the committee believes to be •the extent or 
federal resources that^can realistically be expected to be a^/tilable to 
this area in the immediate future. . . • « 

, A brief analysis of eaoh sectiqn of Part A of Title Y is as foUows: 

Findiriga . ' ^ ^' , 

This section is a statement of Congressional findings repardinff the 
need for an expanded federal career education effort. In it, the Con- 
gress finds and declares that preparation for careers should be a 
major purpose of education at every level'and in eve^ type of educa- 
tional institution, and that it is in the federal intere^^ for every person 
to be ekposed to the widest varieties of. career options in the course 
of tliat person's edi^catibn. ^ 

Purpone ^ ^ » . • 

' This section describes the more specific intentions of the Cominit^ 
regarding the l^pea of programs to be caTlried out uiider this Part. 
Those programs include the development, of information regarding 
career education and career development needs ;.the encouragement of 
State and local agencie^-and institutions to develop their o^ji needs 
and approaqhes ; an assessment of the status of all existing programs 
and i^i*actices, including those related to stereotyping by race or se*; 
provision for demonstration and replication of the jjest career educa- 



tion and cafeer development programs and practices; training and re- 
^taimUff of career education which would include specialists, teachers, 
' toups^lors, ^and administrators; and the develqpment of state and 
local plans for career education and career development. , 

TJiis section authorizes appropiriations of $25,000,000 fov the fiscal 
year 1978, $35,000,000 foi: 1979, $45,000,000 for 1980, $55,000,0Ck) for 
198f; amd $75^,000 for 1982. The section also permits the Commis- 
sioner to reserve 10% of the funds, up to $3,000,000 for th^ adminip- 
^ tration of the title, 76% of whifeh is to be set aside for performance 
of the mfiisfnation and clearinghouse functions under Sectibn 506. The 
balance is to be distHbuted among the states according to population, 
with B sliding scale requirement non-federal contribution that pro- 
yide^ for an increased Aon-federal share as JhiB federal appropriation 
iitcrciases. - ■ ^ 

Program Administration ' ' \ ^- 

This s;>ction provides that this part can be carried out through the 
Office of Career ]@ducation. 

UseofFmds ' ' 

Thi^ section requtres states desiring to recei^fe cai'eer education funds 
to submit an annu^ pro-am plan,^hich shall include a desi^ation 
of a state agency to administer the plan; proposals for Extending 
career education and career >l^veiopment proems to all persons in 
need of them ; proposals fpr involving employers dnd the conjmunity 
in the education process; proposals for implementation of new catwr; 
education concepts and replication of successful ones; training pro- 
grams for career educators, counselors and administrators; assurances 
of involvement of community groups and agencies; and assurances 
that non-federal funds will be available. . / « 

Career Information ■ :^ * * ' ^\ 

This section authqriz^s the Commissioner directly or by grant or 
contract, to j^rovide information" gathering arid dispersing services 
with regard to career information and career education. Included is 
the obligation to provide for an ongoing analysis of career trends and 
o|)tion3 in America for use by career education spclcialists, using a 
wide variety of public and private sources; th^' publication of periodic 
reports and reference works using that analysis; and the conduct of 
seminal^ workshops and career information sessions of counselors, 
educator, administrators and others. The Committee intends that the 
functions outlitied ift this section be more comprehensive than those 
normally performed by a clearinghouse, but it is anticipated that tlvi& 
Commissioner shall make use of , rather than duplicate the functions 
of, already existing offices, centers^ clearinghouses and other research 
capabilities in cariying out these functions. 

Natiomil Advisory OomeU 

This section -specifically authorizes the National Advisory Council 
for Career Education to advise the Commissioner on the implementa- 
tion of this Part. 
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. The Committ^ is propoeing this expansion of career education and 
careet development programs fpr students of all ages because of its. 
increasing alarm the apparent lack of success of our educatibnarin- 
Stitutions in training people to function in the world outside those' 
institutions. Included within that category are many individuals witK 
bachelor of arts de^reel^ and more, wha despit© their education joften 
find themselves unemployable and ill-suited to the real needs of the 
American job markjet. 

Career eaucation programs have demonstrated that they are capable 
ol reducing this gftp between education^ and work. Although they nave 
done so to date on a relatively modest scale, the Committee believes 
that the relatively^ slow growth of career education in Amedca will 
benefit both the educator and the educated in the future,^ and tnqjCoin* 
mittee hopes to encourage the growth and exjj^ansion of this prbgra^ 
at the grass roots levc^, in the local communities^ rather ^an at the 
federal level, with the federal bureauc^a^nr^ taking the lead. Only in 
that way will an extremely important prbblem-^how niore eflfectively 
to relate education to the worikplace^be sol'^ed Inrithoui recourse to 
ea^ catchwords and rhetorical rather than conc^te solutions.' 

Partially ^cause of this emphasis on local, grassroots ezperimeni^a- 
^tion ifith'gi^i^er-oriented education and development, the Committee 
""acl^^l^^^^ that there has .occadonaUy been disagreement among 
educators regardinjl an adequate definition oi the term ^-career eduoar 
tibn." The Committee believe^ that mo^t of the definitions that have 
been put 'forth are substantially correct — and that some of the criti- 
cisms, of thoee^ definitions fitlso contain eJements of truth. This: is^t 
'liowever, not because the concept itself lacks validity, but ratherbe- 
cause th^ problem itself is one which tran^ends easy definition. The 
Committee therefore urges tliat the problem itself — the lack of ade- 
quate career orientation in many traditional educational programs and 
institutions, ahdihe need for more such orientation both now and in 
' the future*-^be our primary consideration. 

Neverthel^i^s, the Coinmittee believes (hal^ several of the defini{iQ]^s 
and statements p^t forth recently in tlii!^ area are worth consideration 
in the light ofits legislative proposals. 

For example, the Council ol Chief Shite School Officers has a^- 
pr6v|d the loUowing tentative definition of career education: 

^ Career Education is essentially an instructional strategy, . 
aimed, at improviilg educational outcomes by relating teadi- 
ing and learninjtr iictivities to the concept pi. career develop- 
ment Career EducaticMteittends the academic world to the 
" world of work; In scopi^fCareer Education encompasses edu- 
cational experiences beginning with early childhood and con*- ' 
tinning throughout the individuals productive life. A com- ^ 
plete program of Career Education includes awareness of self 
and the florid of work, broad orientation to occupations (pro- 
fessional and non-professional), in-depth exploration of 
* selected clusters, career preparation, an understanding of the

Tb date, however, the^ efforts have been modest. Experiments, 
demonstration projects, and exemplary programs reach only a tiny 
fraction of American students. It is the judgment of the National^ 
AdAnsory Council for Career Education ISTACCE) that the time is" 
ripe for gr^^ater federal Jeadership and -financial support of career 
education. To that end the NACfJE is .proposing that legislation 
be enacted which ^ill begin to integrate career education into the total 
educational structure.

We support's. 2657. The Committee under the leadership of its " 
Chairman, Senator PelU has reported a measure which merits the 
support of the full Senate. \ . 

One of the most difficult issues the Committee faced was the so- 
called "governance issue*'. Distilled to its essence, this issue comes 
down to who inakes the decision ^on the distribution of federal vbca- 
tioTial education funds among institutions and levels of education in 
ojidi state. 

Under present law, states are required to distribute at least fifteen 
per cent to postsecondary education. The General Accounting Office 
found that all static were not meeting this minimum. 

The reported bill addresses this issue by mandating a^te planning 
commission in each of the states. This cbmniission would be responsible 
for "the development and preparation of comprehensive statewide 
1i)ng-range plans and annual program plans" for vocational education 
in that state. Wh^re the membership of the state board meets the 
requirement of the planning commission^ the state board, under the 
reported bill, may ^rve as the planning conamission. 

Prior to reporting S. 2657, thet Committee adopted a "Hathaway 
Amendment" which, although improving the original governance issue 
provisions, does not, in my judgment, go far enough. The Hathaway 
Amendment would waive tjfie requirement for a state to establish a 
state planning commission if all concerned state agencies certify that 
they actively participated in all phases of the development, prepara- 
tion, implementation, and evaluation of the state plan. However, under 
the Hathaway Amendment, if the representative of anj, state agency 
unreasonably refused to certify the ^^equired full participation, a state 
would have to^ establish a state planning commission. Further, to 
secure such waiver, the Commissioner of Education^ would also have 
to determine wjiether such certification, "substantially fulfills the pur- 
pose" of the planning commission provisions. This crit^ia is vague 
and cQuld allow the (Commissioner of Education to refuse certification, 
c;ven if^^U the state participants concurred. 

However, our objectiops are more central. The federq^l government 
should not dictate state "^governance or structure. This is^particularly 
true when one federally mandated and funded mechanism — ^the state 
advisory council — is in place and with appropriate adjustments and ' , 
strengthening coujd achieve the ob|ective of the Committee. Some con- * 
tend that many of the advisorj^ councils are not effective. Our retort is 
that we should maj?:e them effective or repeal them. The answer is not 
and should not be to mandate yet another layer of bureaucracy and di-. 
vert additional resources from students and programs. 
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During Floor eonsideratjonrSenator Bean iiitends to offer an alter- 
native. His amendment would require representation of th&. vanous 
levels of education on the Advisory Council. It would also involve the 
Adyisory Council in the planning process by requirmgthe Council to 
submit its recommendation prior to the submission of the state pJan by 
the State Board. The Adyisory Council would ma^recommendatiom 
on areas for the concentratioir^f effort. Program prionties^related 

. thereto, and the allocation of funds among the various levels of edu^ 
tion. mile all of thesS new resjponsibiliti^ are adv^

^In summary, this propose promises to achieve the objeclives of the 
C«immittee'a planning commiBsion, without forcmiir aftbth^t federaUy 
mandated structure ph fe^tat^ and with less money.. , , , . 

In Committee, a motion to strike the planning conunKsion faded by 
a single vote. This iUustjates.the strong feelmgsthat^xist on thisissufc 
We urge the Senate to support jhe compromise proposal which wiU 
preserve the objectives of theHgommittee without its objectionable^
